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Editorial 





BUSINESS TREND. 


While they are momentarily dis- 
turbing, the occasional ripples of 
doubt or pessimism which appear in 
discussions of business are probably 
insurance against the recession that 
causes intermittent apprehension. Re- 
cently these ripples have been caused 
by the coal strike, the indirection of 
the stock market and, in some 
instances, purely local factors. 


While readjustments must occur 
from time to time in any industry, 
a check of the business news finds it 
generally favorable and the outlook 
considered good. The volume of trade 
continues large, industrial bookings 
since the first of the year have been 
satisfactory, and most _ industries 
maintain adequate backlogs of un- 
filled orders. 

The fact that department store 
sales in recent weeks have been run- 
ning even with the dollar figures of 
a year ago means that sales actually 
are larger on the basis of physical 
turnover of merchandise, for prices 
average lower. Retail sales of auto- 
mobiles continue high, and the rec- 
ords for 1950 would undoubtedly 
break all previous figures except for 
the Chrysler strike. 

New orders for machine tools in 
January went to the highest figure 
for any month since August, 1946, a 
trend which some use as a measure 
of industrial replacement and mod- 
ernization. Statistics from other fields 
of industry support this encouraging 
view. 

Figures from various sources indi- 
cate that home construction is much 
ahead of the early months of 1949. 
So long as building continues its pres- 
ent activity, orders are sure to con- 
tinue strong for nursery stock. 

Statistics on increasing unemploy- 
ment are considered disturbing, but 
anyone who hires help has come to 
realize that the readjustment taking 
place is one usual on a return to 
normal business. Inefficient workers 
are being replaced by those who fit 
into a permanent organization. Many 
individuals who took advantage of 
the postwar high wages and scarcity 
of help to undertake jobs beyond 
their capacity are being replaced by 
more efhcient newcomers, and while 
the former seek their own levels in

wages and job capacity, the turnover 
in employment may appear unduly 
large. But the want ad pages of the 
daily newspaper demonstrate that 
there are many places open for 
trained and capable workers, of 
which, indeed, there appear to be too 
few. 

From a survey of general business, 
therefore, one finds justification for 
optimism rather than pessimism. At 
the same time, in a period of read- 
justment, as at present, it must be 
borne in mind that orders must be 
booked more carefully and accounts 
scrutinized more closely. Business 
failures are increasing, and as might 
be supposed, retail credit is less gilt- 
edged than a couple of years ago. 
One must work more diligently and 
intelligently at one’s business today, 
but the prospects for good volume 
and reasonable profits are propitious. 





ORGANIZE OFFICE. 


The office of the small nurseryman 
is something like the Irishman’s roof, 
which could not be repaired when 
it rained and didn’t bother him when 
the weather was clear. During the off 
season the nurseryman has plenty of 
time to review his correspondence, 
answer it promptly and take care of 
the other office details, But when the 
spring rush comes, orders, receipts, 
bills, letters and everything else is 
piled up high on his desk while he 
attends to matters outside. If refer- 
ence to a paper on the desk becomes 
imperative, as not infrequently is the 
case, he must hunt through the pile 
till it is found. Sometimes one won- 
ders if the time spent in hunting 
for this paper or that order would 
not, in the aggregate, be sufficient to 
take care of all of the pile in orderly 
fashion. 

Exceptions to the above cases are 
more numerous than they used to be. 
The leisure of the off season can be 
used to prepare systems and provide 
equipment, so as to expedite the of- 
fice routine, whether it be operated 
by a staff, a single girl, a part-time 
helper, the nurseryman’s wife or 
himself. This phase of the business 
has been introduced into the pro- 
grams of recent nurserymen’s meet- 
ings and short courses, a recognition 
of the subject's importance. Some of 
the discussions have been quite en- 
lightening, so that improvement 
may be expected in still more nurs- 
ery offices. 

Before the spring rush begins, 


however, is the time to establish the 
system and install the equipment 
which makes possible the easy and 
rapid exercise of office routine. After 
the digging and planting rush begins, 
it will be too late. 





CARE AFTER PLANTING. 


Every retail nurseryman, whether 
he sells by mail, does home planting 
or operates a salesyard, has a con- 
stant problem because of the inade- 
quate care which buyers give to stock 
after it is planted. Either through 
ignorance or negligence, homeown- 
ers too commonly fail to water, feed 
or prune shrubs, yet complain if they 
are barren of bloom or die. The 
height of inattention is that shown 
by those customers who think that, if 
the nurseryman guarantees stock to 
live, he should do the watering neces- 
sary for the plants to survive! 

Most nurserymen are profuse with 
verbal instructions about the care of 
stock after planting, but their ad- 
vice is not always well remembered. 
Many larger firms have prepared 
booklets which are delivered with 
each order, giving detailed instruc- 
tions for different types of plants. 
Smaller firms whose volume of busi- 
ness does not justify printing their 
own booklets can purchase the lim- 
ited quantities they need from such 
firms as A. B. Morse Co., St. Joseph, 
Mich.; L. W. Ramsey Co., Daven- 
port, Ia.. and others. Members of 
the American Association of Nurs- 
erymen can purchase several book- 
lets of this type from the headquar- 
ters office, at Washington, D. C. 

Simpler are tags carrying instruc- 
tions which can be tied to individual 
plants or bundles of plants. Some- 
thing new on this order was recently 
designed by a Minnesota nurseryman. 
One side reads: “Please! This stock 
is guaranteed, but this guarantee is 
void—unless you follow the simple 
planting and maintenance instruc- 
tions on the reverse side of this tag. 
Thank you.” On the other side of the 
tag appear, under the heading “Our 
Planting Insurance Policy,” twenty 
plant “dos,” fifteen for dormant 
bare-root stock and five especially for 
evergreens. And other tags are avail- 
able from horticultural printing firms. 

By delivering with his plants 
printed instructions such as these 
booklets or tags, the nurseryman can 
greatly reduce customers’ losses and 
complaints, with resultant savings of 
headaches to him. 
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Spray Control of Fruit Nursery Pests

Spraying in the nursery has not 
been a popular practice. It involves 
in extra procedure that many nurs- 
erymen have been reluctant to start 
That spraying pays dividends in 
larger tree calipers and a higher per 
centage of salable trees, however, 
can be easily demonstrated. Too often 
diseases and insects attacking fruit 
trees in the nursery do not kill the 
plants, but merely reduce their size 
and vigor. Many nurserymen fail to 
recognize the significance of this loss 
To control pests and obtain proper 
size and vigor in nursery trees mean 
that an adequate spray schedule must 
be followed. The extra dividends re 
sulting from larger trees will more 
than pay for all of the costs involved 
in spraying 

The question uppermost in the 
minds of many nurserymen concerns 
the type of spray equipment most 
suited to nursery practice. A few 
sprayers have been developed specif 
ically for nursery work, but they are 
usually custom-made and expensive 
The row-crop type of sprayer, built 
up for sufficient clearance and with 
specially constructed booms, is in use 
in many nurseries and in most cases 
is very satisfactory. One of the bet 
ter type booms, modified to give 
better distribution and coverage from 

row-crop sprayer, is shown in the 
illustration on this page 

It is difficult to make a general 
statement with regard to the amount 
of spray material that should be ap 
plied on a unit area of nursery fruit 
trees, but good coverage of yearling 
trees in midseason will require a mini 
mum of 150 gallons of spray mixture 
to the acre. The terminal shoots and 
the lower surfaces of the leaves are 
the most difficult parts of the plant 
to cover, but if satisfactory disease 
and insect control are to be obtained 
these parts must be adequately pro 
tected 

Most fungicides, that is, spray ma- 
terials aimed at the control of fungus 
diseases, and many insecticides are 
designated as protective materials 
This means that they must be ap 
plied to the plant before the disease 
ir insect attack comes so as to pro 
tect the plant. This is an important 
point. It is not possible, then, to wait

until the disease or insect infestation 
can be seen. One must learn when 
and under what conditions these in- 
festations are likely to occur so that 
the sprays may be applied before the 
pest begins its attack. 

With these facts in mind, spray 
schedules for the control of most 
fruit nursery pests can be developed. 
Perhaps the most important spray 
for the control of certain insect pests 
is the dormant spray. The main pur- 
pose of this application is to destroy 
the aphis eggs deposited on the trees 
the previous fall. It may be applied 
in the late fall, if the leaves have 
been shed, but is most often applied 
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in the early spring. A spray mixture 
of one and one-half quarts of a 
dinitro material, such as Elgetol, or 
one and one-half pounds of dinitro 
wettable powder to 100 gallons of 
water, applied thoroughly to dormant 
apples and cherries will give excel 
lent control of the apple aphis and 
rosy aphis on apples, and the black 
cherry aphis. This same spray may 
be applied to peaches for the control 
of both the peach aphis and the leaf 
curl disease. A dormant lime-sulphur 
spray mixture consisting of six and 
one-half gallons of lime-sulphur to 
100 gallons may be used on pears for 
the control of the leaf blister mite 


Built on a Row-crop Sprayer Adapted for Nursery Use 
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The application of dormant sprays 
often helps in the control of certain 
fungus diseases, such as apple scab 
and cherry leaf spot, but dormant 
sprays alone are seldom sufficient to 
give entirely satisfactory control of 
these diseases. 

The sprays applied during the 
summer months will vary, depending 
upon the type of fruit and upon the 
particular insect or disease that it is 
necessary to control. There is no sin 
gle material or compound that will 
give adequate control of all of the 
insects and diseases encountered 
Certain mixtures of materials may be 
made for the control of several pests. 
but care must be exercised to avoid 
mixtures that will do more harm 
than good. The number and types of 
sprays which have been found to be 
most satisfactory to use during the 
summer months can be most easily 
understood by following the schedule 
for each particular type of fruit 

In western New York, the most 
important pests of apple trees in the 
nursery are scab, powdery mildew, 
rosy aphis, the apple aphis, woolly 
apple aphis, apple leaf hopper and 
tarnished plant bug. There are three 


spray mixtures which have been 
found to be particularly effective 
against these pests if used at the 


proper time. These mixtures are list 
ed in the spray chart as formulations 
1, 2 and 3. 

On blocks of apple rootstock the 
first spray (formula 2) should be 
applied between June 8 and 15 in 
western New York at the stage when 
the first leaves are about three 
fourths to one inch long. This spray 
is directed against scab, apple aphis, 
rosy aphis, apple leaf hopper and 
tarnished plant bug. Two more ap 
plications of this mixture should fol 
low at about 2-week intervals. Then, 
toward the latter part of July, formula 
3 should be applied for protection 
against powdery mildew and woolly 
aphis. If mildew is severe, another 
application of formula 3 may be made 
in August, omitting the DDT and 
benzene hexachloride. 

Apple buds coming into their first 
season of growth should be covered 
with a dormant spray, as indicated 
above, if at all possible. The summer 
treatments should include three ap 
plications of formula 2 at 2-week in 
tervals, beginning about June 1 in 
western New York. These sprays 
should be followed by two applica 
tions of formula 3 at 2-week inter- 
vals, beginning about July 20. The 
sprays containing DDT for plant bug 
control should be aimed specifically 
at the terminal growth. If terminal 
growth is rapid, weekly applications

of DDT may be required during the 
latter part of June and early July for 
plant bug control. 

Apple trees coming into the sec 
ond season of growth will, in addition 
to the normal dormant spray, require 
an earlier application of formula 1, 
directed primarily against scab. It 
should be applied between May 16 
and 22, or when the first leaves are 
one-fourth to one-half inch long. 
The schedule suggested for yearling 
trees should then be followed. 

Cherries in the nursery are beset 
with a group of pests, including leaf 
spot, sometimes referred to as rust 
on Mahaleb  rootstocks, powdery 
mildew and the black cherry aphis. 
Two spray mixtures have been found 
to be effective in controlling these 
pests and may be found in the spray 
chart as formulations 4 and 5. 

Mahaleb cherry rootstocks are sel 
dom attacked by pests other than 
leaf spot. Two applications of for- 
mula 4, without benzene hexachloride 
and Orthex, put on about June 16 
to 22 and again about July 8 to 15 
would be adequate to protect Ma- 
haleb stock from leaf spot. Mazzard 


seedlings. however, are often severe 
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ly attacked by both leaf spot and 
black cherry aphis. Control of these 
pests can be assured by four appli- 
cations of formula 4 at 2-week inter- 
vals beginning about June 15. 


Sweet cherry buds will require 
three applications of formula 4 at 
2-week intervals beginning about 
June 1. Sweet cherries are often at 
tacked by powdery mildew, and for 
mula 5 has been found to give ex 
cellent control. However, copper ma 
terials also may cause injury on sweet 
cherries; so if formula 5 is used dur 
ing July or August on sweet cherries 
the copper and lime should be cut to 
about one and one-half to two pounds 
of each. 

Sour cherries are seldom attacked 
by the black cherry aphis, which 
means that benzene hexachloride and 
Orthex can be omitted from the 
formulas when sprays are applied, ex 
cept as local conditions warrant their 
use. Three applications of formula 4 
should be made at 2-week intervals 
beginning about June 1, and two 
applications of formula 5 should 
follow. 

Cherries in their second growing 
year will require the same schedule 
suggested for yearling trees 

Leaf spot is the major pest en 
countered on plum and prune varic 
ties and may be satisfactorily con 
trolled by three or four applications 
of formula 4 put on at 2-week inter 
vals, beginning about the first week 
in June. Occasionally the plum aphis 
is a problem, in which case it would 
be advisable to include benzene hexa 
chloride in formula 4; otherwise it 
could be omitted. Myrobalan root 
stocks may be severely attacked by 
red mites. Parathion, one pound to 
100 gallons of water, or Vapatone, at 
one pint to 100 gallons, can be used 
to control this pest. Two or three 
sprays may be required. They should 
be applied at weekly intervals begin 
ning about the last week in June 
Care should be exercised in the ap- 
plication of these materials because 
of their toxicity to humans 

There are two major pests of peach 
trees in the nursery, both of which 
can be controlled by spraying with 
DDT. The Oriental fruit moth and 
the tarnished plant bug often cause 
severe damage by stinging the termi 
nals of young trees. Generally three 
or four applications of a spray mix 
ture containing two pounds of DDT 
to 100 gallons applied at weekly in 
tervals beginning the second or third 
week in June will give excellent con- 
trol, provided the growing terminals 
are well covered with the spray mix- 
ture. As stated previously, the leaf

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Ohio Association’s Research Program 


A review of the literature will re- 
veal that, while a vast amount of re- 
search work has been conducted on 
the problems encountered in the stor 
age of fruits and vegetables, little 
work has been done with nursery 
stock. With the ever-increasing num 
ber of refrigerated storages being 
used by the nursery industry, the 
need for adequate storage data is be 
coming even greater 

The past two years the Ohio Nurs- 
erymen’s Association has sponsored a 
research fellowship at Ohio State 
University under the direction of Dr 
L. C. Chadwick, department of hor- 


ticulture. The research program the 


past year included the _ studies 
enumerated below: 
1. The effect of various storage 


temperatures and treat 
ments on the survival and growth of 


poststorage 


hybrid tea roses 

2. A preliminary study of the et 
fect of quick freezing dormant rose 
plants prior to placing in storage. 

3. Prestorage pruning, its effect on 
dormant hybrid tea roses. 

4. A comparison of various fabric 
preservatives to determine their ef- 
fectiveness for treating burlap to pre- 
vent its rapid deterioration when used 
to burlap balled nursery stock. 

5. A study of various materials 
to determine their suitability for use 
as media for heeling in nursery 
stock and plunging potted plants. 

6. A comparison of materials 
used in the construction of beds and 
frames. 

Three experiments dealing 
the storage of dormant rose plants 
were conducted during the winter, 
spring and summer of 1948-49. No. | 
field-grown hybrid tea roses, variety 
Sister Therese, were used in these 
experiments. The plants were ob 
tained December 11, 1948, and stored 
at 40 degrees Fahrenheit until they 
could be divided, repacked and placed 
in permanent December

Effect of Storage Temperatures. 


The plants in this experiment were 
stored at temperatures of 28 to 30 
32, 35 to 37 and 42 to 45 degrees 
in mechanically cooled storages. The 
plants were tightly packed in wooden 
crates, which were lined with heavy 
waxed paper. The crates were con 
structed with approximately two 
inches of space between the slats 
used for the sides and bottom. A 


hinged lid was used on top to facili

tate inspection. The paper lining was 
used to prevent excessive desiccation, 
since it was not possible to control 
the humidity in the commercial stor 
age vaults. The roots of the plants 
were packed in a mixture of damp 
sphagnum peat and wood shavings 

One-half of the plants from each 
temperature treatment were removed 
from storage June | and the remain 
der June 30. The condition of the 
plants removed from storage June | 
was excellent (see illustration). The 
plants held at 28 to 30 degrees ap- 
peared in much the same condition 
as when placed in storage in De- 
cember. At 32 degrees the buds had 
started to swell and the plants were 
in excellent condition. There was 
some mold on the plants in the lot 
held at 35 to 37 degrees. The longest 
shoots on the plants in this lot were 
about one inch in length. The plants 
held at 42 to 45 had shoots up to 
two and one-half inches in length 
The plants which were held in stor 
age until June 30 were in much the 
same condition as those removed the 
previous month with one exception 
The new shoots on the plants in the 
42 to 45-degree treatment were 
three to four inches in length and the 
canes appeared shriveled. 

The first group of rose plants to 
be removed were potted June 2 and 
were grown in pots for one month 
before transplanting to the garden 
The plants removed on June 30 were 
given three different treatments. In 
treatment (1) the roses were planted 


directly in the garden and the soil 
hilled up about the canes. In treat 
ment (2) the plants were grown in 
pots for one month before being 
transplanted to the garden and in 
treatment (3) the plants were moved 
to gradually increased temperatures 
before planting in outdoor beds. In 
each case, regardless of planting date 
or poststorage treatment, the canes 
were pruned back to six inches in 
length. 

In the case of the June 2 planting 
there was a pronounced difference in 
the general growth and appearance of 
the plants in the various temperature 
treatments for the first two months 
after planting. By the end of the 
growing season this difference had 
disappeared and it was difficult to dis 
tinguish between the various plots by 
the appearance of the plants. Ther 
was no significant difference in flower 
production between plants in the 
various treatments 

The rate of growth for the plants 
brought out of storage on June 30 
was not so great as in the earlier 
planting. With regard to flower pro 
duction in the late planting, there 
was no significant difference between 
the various temperature treatments 
or poststorage cultural practices 
used. The only notable difference was 
the fact that the plants which were 
subjected to a gradual increase in 
temperature on removal from storage 
were larger and more sturdy in ap 
pearance than the others 

This experiment demonstrated that 
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rose plants could be successfully held 
in refrigerated storage as late as 
June 30 and still produce excellent 
plants. 


Quick Freezing Dormant Rose Plants. 


A preliminary study was conduct- 
ed to determine whether or not rose 
plants could be quick frozen prior to 
placing them in refrigerated storage. 
The plants used in this experiment 
were packed in two crates in the 
same manner as described in the pre- 
vious study. The two crates of plants 
were placed in a quick freeze refrig- 
erator at zero and held there for two 
days. On December 15 the two crates 
were placed in permanent storage. 
The one crate was stored at 28 to 30 
and the other crate at 20 to 25 de- 
grees. 

The plants were removed from 
storage April 6 and held at 40 degrees 
until April 15 to permit a gradual 
thawing out. They were potted and 
grown in a deep burlap-covered 
frame until shoots were about three 
or four inches long. The plants stored 
at 20 to 25 degrees were all dead, 
whereas a 100 per cent survival was 
obtained on those stored at 28 to 30 
degrees. 


Prestorage Pruning. 


Since rose plants are usually pruned 
rather severely before planting, an 
experiment was conducted to deter- 
mine whether or not it would be ad- 
visable to prune the plants prior to 
placing them in storage. If this could 
be done without injury to the plants, 
it would reduce the amount of storage 
space required, as well as reduce 
shipping and mailing costs. 

The plants in this experiment were 
packed in crates as described pre- 
viously and stored at 32 degrees. 

Prestorage pruning had a marked 
effect upon the growth, appearance 
and flower production of the rose 
plants used in this experiment. There 
was little or no difference between 
the check or unpruned plants and 
those receiving only a moderate 
amount of pruning, but those which 
were cut back severely were smaller 
and weaker and had fewer flowers 
per plant than the checks. From the 
standpoint of appearance upon re- 
moval from storage, the unpruned, 
or check plants had the poorest sales 
appeal. There was a considerable 
amount of mold and dead tips on the 
check plants, whereas those plants 
which had been pruned were much 
better in appearance upon removal 
from storage, since there was little 
mold or deadwood on them. Cutting 
the plants back to five or six inches 
above the bud union after removal

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A. A. N. PLANS FOR 
DIAMOND JUBILEE. 


Plans for the seventy-fifth annual 
convention of the American Associa- 
tion of Nurserymen, at Washington, 
D. C., July 17 to 21, were advanced 
March 10 and 11, when Executive 
Secretary Richard P. White met with 
the central committee and the com- 
mittee on local arrangements to work 
out details and adopt a budget. Heavy 
attendance at the convention is indi- 
cated by the 400 hotel reservations 
that have already been received. 

The year 1886 was the last time the 
association met at Washington, D. C. 
That was the year Secretary of Agri- 
culture Norman Jay Colman was 
president of the nurserymen’s associa- 
tion, and an official photograph was 
taken on the portico of Mount Ver- 
non. A return engagement with the 
photographer at the portico for a 
similar photograph is planned for 
this year, and a trip has been sched- 
uled to Mount Vernon by bus, with 
a return trip by boat. 

Headquarters for the association's 
diamond jubilee will be the Hotel 
Statler, where a garden, designed by 
a prominent Washington landscape 
architect, will be built in the lobby 
by A. Gude Sons Co., Rockville, Md. 
This idea was carried out at the 1940 
convention at the Statler (then the 
Pennsylvania) hotel, New York city, 
where it created so much interest that 
the Statler hotel chain maintained the 
garden for an additional week. 

Murals on the hotel’s mezzanine 
floor will show changing styles in 
home landscaping from 1875 up to 
the present year. The trade exhibits 
will be displayed there between the 
various meeting rooms, A “Jubilee 
Room,” maintained at the hotel for 
social recreation and entertainment, 
will follow the pattern of the “Raths- 
keller,” at Milwaukee, and the “49’er 
Room,” at San Francisco. 

The full week of activities will start 
July 14 with meetings of allied trade 
groups. The A. A. N. program will 
officially open with a meeting of the 
board of governors on the morning 
of July 17, followed by the keynote 
luncheon. 

Highlighting the convention is the 
annual past presidents’ banquet, July 
20, in the Presidential ballroom, 
which twenty-three of the twenty- 


four past presidents have indicated 
their intention of attending. Repre 
sentatives of several foreign nursery 
associations and foreign governments 
are invited, along with representa 
tives of government and trade asso 
ciations. Among these latter are the 
Society of American Florists and the 
American Seed Trade Association, 
which were once a part of the original 
American Association of Nursery 
men, Florists, Seedsmen and Allied 
Industries. 

Several tours are planned for the 
members who are interested in the 
landscaping of the Capital city’s 
buildings, memorials and parkways, 
and a folder will be issued to mem 
bers with the description of these 
tours. A special tree-planting cere 
mony at the National Arboretum, 
which the association sponsored 
through its work toward legislation 
authorizing the arboretum in 1926, 
will be held on the afternoon of July 
20. 

A whole series of tours and pro 
grams has been arranged during 
convention week for the ladies and 
teen-age guests, including a one-day 
trip to the naval gun factory and 
the Naval Academy at Annapolis. 

In addition to the 400 rooms re 
served for officers and delegates at 
the Hotel Statler, reservations will 
accommodate 1,200 more persons at 
near-by hotels. The hotel reservation 
forms, which were mailed in Febru 
ary, should be used in making hotel 
reservations through the housing 
bureau, national capital committee 
Advance convention registrations 
may be included with these, but reser 
vations for tours will be made at the 
time of registration. Tickets for the 
keynote luncheon and the past presi 
dents’ banquet are now on sale. 





NEW PHLOX DEVELOPED. 


Release of Beltsville Beauty phlox, 
a hardy garden perennial which can 
be grown from seeds, has been an 
nounced by the United States De 
partment of Agriculture. The race is 
composed of a wide mixture of col 
ors, including white, white with 
salmon eyes, pink of various shades, 
red, maroon and salmon. 

The new phlox was developed by 
R. L. Pryor, plant breeder in flori 
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ultural research, under the direction 
of Dr. S. L. Emsweller, at the plant 
industry station, Beltsville, Md 

The seeds of this new race must 
be planted in the fall. This permits 
the exposure to low temperatures 
that is required for germination 
The seedlings appear in the early 
spring. They may be transplanted to 
permanent quarters where they will 
flower the first year. The plants are 
then perennial 

Seeds of this new perennial phlox 
were distributed in 1946 to commer 
cial seed firms, and they will be of- 
fered for sale through regular com 
mercial channels

QUARANTINE 37 AMENDED. 


The first proviso of nursery stock, 
plant and seed quarantine No. 37 has 
been amended, effective March 6, 
for the purpose of adding to present 
exemptions a waiver of notice-of- 
irrival requirements insofar as they 
apply to certain seeds. This waiver 
is granted when an inspector at any 
port shall find and so inform inter 
ested importers that information 
equivalent to that furnished in the 
notice of arrival is obtainable from 
ships’ manifests or other sources and 
that such requirements are so waived 
Such information is generally obtain 
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able from ships’ manifests, but at 
some of the larger ports operational 
procedures are such that it is imprac 
ticable to waive the notice-of-arrival 
requirements. 

Among those seeds so exempted 
are all seeds of field crops, vegetables 
and annual, biennial and perennial 
flowers which are herbaceous in char 
acter, except seeds of lathyrus, vicia 
and okra, enterable under quarantine 
37. Also exempted are restricted 
plant material, except aglaonema, for 
food, analytical, medicinal or manu 
facturing purposes, enterable under 
this quarantine. The amendment also 
provides that all grains and cereals 
from Canada which are restricted 
plant material enterable under quar 
antine 37 are exempted from certain 
provisions of quarantine 37 relating 
to costs and charges, inspection, 
treatment, notice of arrival, freedom 
from soil and approved packing ma 
terials. 

Since it was important that ship 
pers be afforded relief at the earliest 
possible date, the usual thirty days’ 
waiting period after publication of 
this amendment in the federal regis- 
ter was waived, so these exemptions 
became effective as soon as possible

1886 Convention of the American Association of Nurserymen. 
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Pointers on Propagation 


By James S. Wells 


CONTINUAL EXPERIMENT. 


Of all the many operations which 
nurserymen carry on day by day, I 
believe that those concerned with 
propagation are both the most exact- 
ing and the most personal, for, al 
though we now have many excellent 
scientific aids and many data gathered 
from experiments carried out in all 
parts of the world, we still have to 
apply this knowledge with careful 
thought and judgment to our peculiar 
local conditions. It is a serious mis- 
take to think that anyone can tell you 
how to propagate nursery stock, for 
the most that anyone can do is to say 
that by using such and such a method 
at such and such a time the recorded 
results were obtained. If these seem 
good to you, then you still have to 
try out the method under your con 
ditions with plants grown on your 
nursery to find out how it works 
there. You may quite often find that 
the results are not the same and that 
you have to alter your methods 
slightly to meet peculiar local con 
ditions 

We are continually experimenting 
to try to find better methods for do 
ing the work involved in propagation 
day by day. By better methods we 
mean perhaps cutting out an opera 


tion previously considered essential, 
thus reducing production costs, or 
perhaps we may add another opera- 
tion to the propagation of a par- 
ticular plant and thereby greatly in- 
crease the percentage of production, 
thus lowering production costs in a 
different way. Everything we do is 
correlated to production costs, and our 
experiments are directed to lowering 
these in every possible way. To illus 
trate this, by taking a tremendous 
amount of trouble we can at the 
present time root stem cuttings of 
Rhododendron Dr. Dresselhuys. By 
so doing we have established that 
this plant can be rooted. We now 
have to experiment with the plant 
under varying conditions and with 
different treatments to try to reduce 
the amount of work and to increase 
the percentage of take. We hope 
that thereby we shall finally bring 
the propagation of this rhododendron 
from stem cuttings to a point where 
it is a practical commercial possibility. 


For the rooting of many types of 
cuttings, and particularly as an aid 
to the successful propagation of the 
more difficult varieties of rhododen 
drons, we have come to the conclu 
sion that

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ning to install a system in two of our 
houses this spring with a view to 
attempting the continuous propaga 
tion of rhododendrons from stem cut- 
tings over the full 12-month period 
In addition, we are mixing hormone 
powders much stronger than those 
now available on the open market, 
and we believe that the cumulative 
effect of all these aids to propagation 
may give us the answer to many of 
the problems now facing us. I shall 
report results as we go along. 





RHODODENDRON GRAFTING. 


Although we are pushing ahead 
with our plans to propagate rhodo 
dendrons from cuttings, we are not 
neglecting propagation by grafting, 
and it might perhaps be of value to 
review briefly some of the experi 
ments we are now conducting, as it 
will more or less bring up to date the 
series of articles published last year 
You may remember that I advocated 
the placing of rhododendron grafts in 
an upright position in the grafting 
benches. This season, as a double 
check, we tried all the alternatives 
once more, but have come to the 
conclusion that this upright method 
is by far the best, more especially if 
the grafts are inserted in the benches 
with the point of union buried be 
neath the peat moss. By doing this, 
very rapid callus formation follows 
Our main problem then is to harden 
off this callus without damaging the 
plant. We have found that this prob 
lem can quite successfully be con 
trolled by placing the plants in the 
damp peat moss in the normal man 
ner, plunging the pots up to the rim 
and then topping this up, working 
as we go, with peat moss which is 
very much drier than the bulk. This 
still encourages vigorous callus for- 
mation, but the callus is not so soft 
as it would otherwise be. As soon 
as scion and graft are well united we 
begin to give air—usually three to 
four weeks after grafting—and this 
allows the peat moss to dry out still 
further, thus hardening the callus 
slowly underneath the peat. 

When burying the point of union 
beneath the peat it is, of course, 
essential that the grafting twine shall 
be treated with some preservative, 
and we have yet to find a better 
material than the Cuprinol Clear for 
fabric. 

We have been experimenting this 
spring with one or two varieties, 
grafting them bare root. It has al- 
ways been our method to pot our 
understocks, but I am not sure that 
this is always the best method, par- 
ticularly when the understocks are 
strongly developed with a heavy root 
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Grafting rhododendron bare root. At left: How the whole of the union is buried beneath the peat. Center: The ball only was buried 
in the peat.

system. The term bare root may be 
somewhat misleading, and by this I 
mean lifting the R. ponticum under- 
stocks with a good ball of soil and 
roots attached, grafting and plung- 
ing them immediately in the beds. 
Preliminary indications are that 
grafting in this way is more satis- 
factory than potting, but we now are 
faced with the problem of handling 
the grafts bare root until such time 
as we can plant them into open 
ground beds. We are running tests at 
this time to see whether the bare-root 
method of grafting can be carried 
through to a successful conclusion, 
especially when dealing with large 
quantities. 

With these experiments we are try- 
ing different methods of grafting 
scion to understock. The English-type 
saddle graft is being used, as well as 
our standard side graft. Both are 
being duplicated, buried beneath the 
peat and unburied, and also with the 
point of union waxed with parafhn 
wax. This last method gives promise 
of being excellent, as the illustrations 
clearly show. All these experiments 
are still under way, and it is too early 
yet to come to a definite conclusion 
I shall report results as we go along 


CLIMATE CONTROL ADS. 


Although some nurserymen who 
seek to keep their regular men busy 
during the winter by moving large 
trees have found the public less in- 
clined to spend freely for that pur 
pose the past season, the Sieben- 
thaler Co., Dayton, O., capitalized on 
the climate control articles in House 
Beautiful magazine for October and 
November to enjoy a highly success 


ful season, This was effected through 
a series of advertisements in the local 
newspapers from November onward 
Most of them were nine inches deep 
on two columns, although some 
varied a couple of inches either way 
An occasional larger advertisement 
was about twelve inches deep on 
three columns. 

Each of these advertisements re 
produced a photograph of trees, in 
cluding pin oak, red oak, black lo 
cust, Moraine locust and Crataegus 
mollis. 

The text in the advertisements was 
quite brief, in large, bold type. One 
read, “How to Get Climate Control 
for Your Home: See House Beautiful 
Magazine for October and Novem 
ber. Tall deciduous trees planted rela 
tively close to the house that will 
shade the roof and walls in summer 
but allow some sun to reach the house 
in winter. It is possible now to save 
five to twenty-five years by planting 
mature trees that will give you shade 
at once.” 

The text in smaller advertisements 
ran: “Climate Control with Trees 
Large trees that shade the roof and 
walls in summer but allow the sun 
to reach the house in winter are the 
most effective in climate control.” 

Still another piece of copy used 
in several advertisements read 
“Plant large trees now to keep your 
house cooler in summer and warmer 
in winter. Save five to twenty-five 
years by planting mature trees that 
will give you shade next summer 
Over 100,000 trees, all sizes, all kinds, 
for your selection.” 

Quite attractive in layout and in 
their illustrations, the advertisements 
evidently received unusual attentior 


from the public for their message of 
limate control. 


ILLINOIS ADVERTISING. 


Continuing a project which was 
tried out last autumn, a dozen grow 
ers of nursery stock in the vicinity 
of Chicage are running a series of 
conspicuous display advertisements in 
the Chicago Sunday Tribune for 
seven weeks from the latter part of 
March until the end of April. 

These advertisements reproduce a 
tag which carries the seal of the 
Ornamental Growers’ Association of 
Northern Illinois. Retail buyers are 
advised to look for the tag, with 
the statement that “Trees, shrubs 
and evergreens with the OGA tag 
have been developed to thrive in your 
soil and climate here in Northern 
Illinois.” The advertisement ends 
with the exhortation: “Be sure that 
your dealer or landscape contractor 
supplies you with locally grown orna 
mentals.” 

Each advertisement carries the 
names of the members of the Orna 
mental Growers’ Association of 
Northern Illinois, who are as fol 
lows: F. D. Clavey, Ravinia Nurseries, 
Inc., Deerfield, Ill.. Eickhof Land 
scape Nursery, Bensenville, Ill.; Golf

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Completing the Landscape Job 


“Is the job finished when the or- 
der is taken?” Certainly this is a 
moot question to ask any nursery- 
man or landscape man. I believe the 
job is just beginning. 

In my estimation, landscaping is 
an art and a salesman out on land- 
scaping orders is not a Fuller brush 
man or a Stanley home products man 
A landscape salesman should have a 
knowledge of design; he should have 
a knowledge of engineering and a 
knowledge of salesmanship. Along 
with that he should have a good 
knowledge of plant materials. 

He is not out to sell a product or an 
item. He is out to sell an idea. The 
picture that he sells, or the idea that 
he sells is not completed when he 
books the order, but it is completed 
when the job is planted. 

Nurserymen may say, “Well, I 
don't consider the job completed un- 
til I get that cold cash in my hand, 
or the check for the job.” I don't 
think that is the attitude you should 
take. 

I should liken the salesman in the 
nursery business to an estate owner 
who had an old gardener building a 
stone wall for him. The old man was 
working on the stone wall when the 
owner came along and asked the gar- 
dener why he used so many small 
stones and so few large ones. 

He said, “These stones are like 
men. Many small men like me are 
needed to keep the big ones in place. 
If I leave the small stones out, the 
big ones will not stay in place, and 
the wall will fall. Many big men for- 
get this, and their walls fall down.” 

I relate that story to indicate what 
takes place after a landscape sales- 
man goes out and sells the job. 

First of all, he has some form of 
order blank or sales pad. He initially 
writes the order in pencil on that 
pad. In our organization, when he 
gets back to the office, that order 
goes to the stock clerk, We keep a 
stock record book on everything in 
storage and everything in the nurs- 
ery as closely as we can, and keep it 
up to date all the time. There may 
be some items on the order that can 
not be supplied. It will then go back 
to the salesman to tell him if any 
plant is not available in the size 
specified.

After the stock clerk has checked 
the order originally made in pencil, it 
goes to a typist in the office. The typ- 
ist will prepare five copies in one op 
eration. These include the invoice 
which goes to the customer when the 
job is finished, an office copy which 
never leaves the office, a filling copy 
which goes to the digging foreman. 
and a delivery slip or a planting copy 

For a wholesaler, there is another 
copy, which is called the order ac 
knowledgment. 

After the order is typed, the in- 
voice and the office copy are filed to- 
gether in the office. The filling copy

and delivery slip go to either the man 
in charge of deliveries or the man in 
charge of the landscaping department, 
whichever it is. 

He looks at the probable date for 
delivery or planting, and tries to or- 
ganize his plan so that the order will 
get to the digging foreman to meet 
that date. 

A few facts about the digging 
foreman: We have a digging foreman 
with a crew that digs nothing but 
material for our landscape crews. He 
had something like seventeen years 
on the road as a landscape foreman 
before he took this job. So he knows 
what the landscape foreman is going 
to look for when he sees an item on 
an order. With that experience in 
back of him, he does not dig just the 
first plant in a row. He picks out 
what he thinks would be best suited 
for the landscape job. 

The first thing he does when he 
gets the filling copy is write out the 
labels, putting the plant name, size 


and order number on each. After the 
labels are all written out, he plans 
which block he is going to dig first 

As he writes the labels, he places a 
dot next to the item on the filling 
slip, to show that the label has been 
written for that particular item. 

Then the material is dug, wrapped 
and assembled in one general area 
There is not a beech over here and an 
evergreen over there, and a box of 
perennials over here, but it is all put 
together, whether it is a delivery or 
a planting job. 

When each item is assembled, a 
horizontal line is put through that dot 
I mentioned, which means that the 
job is ready to be loaded. He initials 
the order and dates it when he has 
completed filling it. 

Then he sends the order either to 
the man in charge of deliveries or to 
the landscape department. They, in 
turn, try to get the order out for the 
proper time. 

The filling copy never leaves the 
nursery. If the stock is for delivery, 
the copy stays with the man in 
charge of deliveries at all times; the 
delivery truck takes only the pink 
copy, the delivery slip 

The filling copy on a planting job 
stays in the landscape department 
The reason for that is obvious. When 
a customer calls up and asks, “Is my 
order coming today?” or “Are the 
men coming today?” if the order is 
on the desk you can answer the ques 
tion promptly. 

Once the material is loaded, a ver 
tical line is put through the horizon- 
tal line on the filling copy, forming a 
plus sign. That shows the stock has 
left the nursery. 

Now, what takes place after it 
leaves the nursery? The salesman 
should meet the planting foreman on 
the job and get him started right, or 
else go to the job ahead of time and 
show him what is to be done, or if 
that is not possible, the salesman 
should give the foreman a sketch 
showing what to do in the first half 
hour or hour before he is able to 
meet the crew there. 

One thing that should be remem 
bered on deliveries and on planting 
Try to keep your promises to your 
customer. 

In completion of the planting, 
quite often there are some changes 
made on the order. These changes are 
noted by the planting foreman or the 
deliverymen, and when the filling

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Wolfe Nursery has SUMMER INCOME 


Four years ago Hugh Wolfe, 
manager of Wolfe Nursery, Inc., 
Stephenville, Texas, worked out 
a plan to produce off-season in- 
come (that part of the year when 
everything is going out and 
nothing coming in). That plan is 
now a bonanza and has outgrown 
the nursery income by leaps and 
bounds. With the help of his 
partner, Carl Kessler, engineer 
from Purdue University, Mr. 
Wolfe started manufacturing 
farm and ranch gates made of 
lifetime aluminum. You are likely 
to see Life-Time gates in any state 
or foreign country. 


The story of this unique gate 
promotion program is the simple 
story of a good product being 
presented to a financially able 
market. The idea of a stronger, 
lighter, lifetime gate that would 
be beautiful as well as serviceable 
was the result of planning “off- 
season income” and_ providing 
full-year employment for good 
employees. The need for such a 
gate was apparent — just about 
anywhere a person would look. 


When the first gates started 
coming off the assembly line, 
Hugh Wolfe scheduled a one 
half page ad in the Cattleman 
magazine at a total cost of $90.00. 
The ad was not a “world beater,” 
but the resulting orders made it 
equal to a “world beater.”’ More 
than twenty thousand dollars 
in cash orders were received 
within ten days.

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Winter Hardiness of Rhododendrons 


The term rhododendron, as used in 
this article, is meant to include all of 
those varieties and species of rhodo- 
dendrons normally called by that 
name in the trade. In other words, 
it includes only the broad-leaved 
evergreen types. There are almost as 
many different opinions on the winter 
hardiness of these plants as there 
are people who grow them. This 
article is not intended to set up any 
hard-and-fast rules, but rather to 
offer a scale for individual experi- 
menting. 

Just how hardy a given plant is will 
obviously depend on its ability to 
adapt itself to winter conditions. In 
order to understand how rhododen- 
drons adapt themselves to cold 
weather, we must understand at least 
one of the growth processes of the 
plant. The major element that plants 
take from the soil is water. This 
water is taken up by roots, trans- 
mitted by stems into the leaves and 
evaporated by the leaves through a 
process known as transpiration. As 
long as the intake of water balances 
the outgo, all parts of the plants are 
in what botanists call a turgid condi- 
tion; ie., the leaves and stem are 
fully expanded and the plant looks 
normal. Now, if for one reason or 
another, the plants are unable to 
take up enough water, or none at all, 
the plants will wilt. 

In broad-leaved evergreens this 
water cycle continues throughout the 
year, although at a slower rate dur- 
ing the dormant period than during 
active growth. Therefore, there must 
be some means by which these plants 
can minimize the loss of water during 
periods of freezing weather when it 
is difficult to replace. Rhododendrons 
cut down the loss of water through 
the leaves by curling the leaves. The 
curling takes place around the center 
nerve of the leaf in such a way as 
completely to protect the undersurface 
of the leaf. Since the undersurface 
of the leaf is where practically all the 
water loss takes place, this process is 
very efficient. However, it is not 100 
per cent efficient, and some water 
will still be lost. 

Another way in which these plants 
protect themselves in nature is by 
catching and holding between their 
lower branches leaves from deciduous 
trees and conifers. This material 


forms a natural mulch over the roots 
and minimizes freezing of the soil so 
that the roots may still bring up a 
certain amount of water. Generally

speaking, the winter hardiness of 
rhododendrons is in a direct relation 
to the capacity of the particular 
variety or species to curl its leaves 
when necessary. 

The flower buds on rhododendrons 
are formed during the growing sea- 
son to bloom the following spring. 
These buds are protected from the 
cold or drying winds bv layers of 
bracts. Occasionally, a hybrid va- 
riety of rhododendron is found that 
is hardy so far as the plant itself 
is concerned, and yet the buds will 
often freeze. It is my theory that 
there is an insufficient number of 
bracts to protect these buds in the 
winter. 

So that we may grow certain spe- 
cies and varieties somewhat beyond 
their natural range, by cultural prac- 
tices we must help these plants adapt 
themselves to their new environment. 
Since the rate of transpiration is 
higher when the plants are exposed 
to extreme wind and sun, windbreaks, 
as well as partial shade, should be 
supplied. A great deal of winter dam- 
age is suffered in the leaves because 
of strong sunlight, especially in late 
winter when reflected from snow. 
Contrary to popular belief, shade is 
much more important in winter than 
in summer. In the summer the roots 
are usually able to supply the leaves 
with sufficient water for transpira- 
tion, which in itself tends to cool the 
leaf tissues so that little burning will 
result. During freezing weather, this 
is much more difficult, and so rhodo- 
dendron foliage is more likely to scald 
at this time of the year. 

Another cultural practice which 
will help is mulching. This may be 
done with a number of materials such 
as leaves, salt hay, straw, peanut 
hulls, in fact, practically any kind of 
organic material. The rougher the 
material, the more air space it will 
provide, and consequently the better 
the insulation. This insulating power 
of the mulch prevents deep freezing 
of the soil and so allows the plant to 
obtain necessary moisture. It is noth- 
ing short of surprising how these cul- 
tural practices will make it possible 
to winter successfully varieties not 
normally hardy in a particular area. 

I remember some years back the 
winter damage to rhododendrons was 
quite serious, especially in older 
plantings. There had been a pro- 
longed period of freezing weather, 
and the plants had simply dried up. 
The severest damage was almost uni- 





versally in plantings that had not 
been mulched for years. Of course, 
poor exposures also had some effect. 
It is my opinion that rhododendrons 
can withstand quite low temperatures 
if the plantings have been properly 
located and cared for. 

Nevertheless, winter hardiness is 
to a great extent an inherited quality, 
and a grower must select varieties 
with an eye to his own climatic con- 
ditions. In order to provide a guide in 
selecting the varieties for individual 
situations a list of varieties keyed for 
degree of hardiness and habits of 
growth was published in the March 
15 issue. This list contains only varie- 
ties with which we have had a reason- 
able number of years’ experience. It is 
only a restricted list of the thousand or 
more varieties of rhododendron hy- 
brids in existence today. We have 
tested some others, notably some of the 
campylocarpum hybrids, which have 
several yellow forms. We have found 
none of these hardy or even nearly so. 
We also tested a hybrid of Rhododen- 
dron auriculatum. A lone survivor of 
the original plants has flowered twice 
in recent years and is a late bloomer. 
While the list is reasonably accurate, 
local conditions can and do make a 
great deal of difference. In all cases, 
you should be careful and experiment 
with small quantities of any new 
variety

Plant Notes Here and There 


Although Aster ericoides is gen- 
erally dismissed in the literature with 
scant praise or no praise at all, as 
when it is said to be “not very 
showy,” it does have considerable 
garden value and far more than its 
rare occurrence in gardens would in- 
dicate. I had known it a long time 
in nature before I tried it in the 
garden, being prompted to do so by 
a passage in one of the late Herbert 
Durand’s books where he called it 
“a beautiful plant in cultivation.” As 
one sees it in the wild and the poor, 
sandy soil which it often chooses, it 
does answer the not-very-showy 
phrase. Transfer it, though, to the 
garden and give it a fairly rich, 
sandy soil, and you will have a really 
lovely plant, one for which there are 
numerous uses in the garden land- 
scape. 

It reaches a height of three feet 
and from September to severe frosts 
covers itself with small white asters 
on graceful stems. It has been mar- 
ried to other asters in the plant 
breeders’ laboratories to produce 
some lovely children, and more and 
even lovelier kinds are promised for 
the future. The best of the offspring 
that I have seen are the two English 
productions, Blue Star and Chastity, 
the first with small blue flowers and 
the other white, both generously 
produced. Also they have both in- 
herited the gracefulness and airiness 
of ericoides and its ease of culture, 


Phlox Ovata. 


As accepted by many botanists, 
the genus phlox is composed of forty- 
eight species, all except one, a Siber- 
ian, being native to the United 
States. And of the forty-eight, at 
least none that I have seen or grown, 
is without garden merit, though 
some P. paniculata among the peren- 
nial kinds and P. drummondi among 
the annuals, for instance, have at- 
tained far more popularity than 
others. But that does not necessar- 
ily mean that one cannot expect to 
find beauty among the less popular 
kinds. The eastern species, P. ovata, 
found mostly in the mountains from 
Pennsylvania to Alabama, is a case 
in point. If you are interested in 
this plant and make a collection of 
its different forms, as I did a num- 
ber of years ago, you will find not 
a little variation in stature and flower 
color. You will no doubt find that 
‘most of the material will run from 
‘eight inches to a foot in height,

though some of it may be fifteen 
to eighteen inches tall, and rarely 
you may find one close to two feet 
high. 

In color, the rosy-purple of the 
majority may be a disappointment. 
Even that shade, however, is not so 
bad as the term indicates, and it is 
not at all unlikely you will occasionally 
obtain a good pink form. And then if 
you look far enough you will find 
Dr. Wherry’s variety pulchra, a 
plant of surpassing beauty in its soft 
pink flowers with a deep red vein 
down the center of each petal and a 
height of ten inches. The flowers 
are much larger than ordinary ovata, 
and the evergreen rosette of dark 
green shining leaves is just as orna- 
mental. This is a splendid addition 
to our list of garden flowers in all 
sections where its few needs can be 
supplied. 

All forms of P. ovata have done 
best in our trials here in northern 
Michigan in a soil as heavy as we 
can make of a naturally light sand, 
which leads me to suspect that this 
plant wants a rather rich loam. If we 


put clay in the soil P. ovata did well 
in full sun; without clay it did best 
in part shade in a soil made rich in 
humus. Always it flourished in an 
acid medium. Propagation is from 
divisions and from cuttings of green 
shoots; perhaps also from root cut- 
tings, as in the case of P. paniculata, 
though I do not now recall having 
tried this method on ovata. 


Sternbergia Fischeriana. 


This note may be an aggravation 
to those readers of the American 
Nurseryman who resent inclusion of 
anything in these columns which is 
not available at the corner drug- 
store; the subject itself was a great 
disappointment to me, as will be ex- 
plained later. Notwithstanding ll 
that, I am including it here with the 
hope that some reader south of the 
Ohio will search it out and make 
available to the gardeners of the 
south a real novelty, a spring-flower- 
ing sternbergia. 

First a personal note. A few years 
before the war I received a packet 
of seeds from Persia, or Iran to you,

marked Sternbergia fischeriana Re- 
gel. Reference to the Asiatic floras 
told me it was a fall-flowering spe- 
cies, something on the order of the 
well known S. lutea, flowering in 
autumn as the latter species does. 
After growing it four years in a well 
protected frame, because many Per- 
sian plants are not hardy here, with- 
out a sign of a flower, I was about 
ready to relegate it to the open and 
chance its survival during our se- 
vere winters, when something told 
me to wait another year. The follow- 
ing spring, soon after the snow had 
melted off the sash, I was rewarded 
with a brilliant display of golden- 
yellow, crocus-like flowers, which is 
a remarkable exhibition from any 
sternbergia. Reference to Bailey dis- 
closed the fact that S. fischeriana 
Roemer is a spring-flowering species 
from the Caucasus, and reference to 
Farrer told me this plant “has the un- 
rivaled originality of blooming in 
early spring instead of late autumn.” 
On the strength of its origin in the 
Caucasus, many of whose plants are 
hardy here if planted in places pro- 
tected from cold winds, the spring- 
flowering sternbergias were moved to 
the open garden. And they were seen 
no more! 

The purpose of this note is to im- 
plore some southern nurseryman to 
seek out S. fischeriana and make it 
available to southern gardeners. It 
could be, too, that it would be hardy 
in most northern sections. 


Globularias. 


Gardeners and nurserymen often 
tell me they are interested in only 
easy-to-grow material. To that, I, for 
one, have no objection, because lack 
of time during recent years has put 
me in the same class, except for a 
few special trials. But that does not 
necessarily imply that we have to 
grow the same old things year after 
year. If you are looking for some- 
thing different that is also easily 
handled, you might try one or more 
of the campanula cousins known to 
botanists as globularia. Nor are they 
hard to find, for a search of my cata- 
log files reveals five that are avail- 
able in plants or seeds and which 
are adapted to this climate “Adapt- 
ed” is the correct word to use in 
that connection, I believe, for the 
plants adjust themselves with charm- 
ing grace to the vagaries of our high- 
ly variable climate, be it heat or 
drought (if it is not desert-dry) and 
cold. 

I shall restrict these remarks to 
the two smallest, G. bellidifolia and 
G. nana, not because they are neces- 
sarily the best, but rather because 
they are best adapted to rock and

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wall gardening, roles in which they 
are most often used. They are small 
enough to fit themselves into the 
tiniest garden, such as trough and 
window-sill gardens, and charming 
enough to intrigue all lovers of the 
unusual. Their greatest attraction to 
me is their perfectly flat mats of shin- 
ing, dark green, straplike leaves 
which make a beautiful foil on sunny 
slopes, though when they produce 
their fuzzy blue globes just above the 
mats, their beauty is quite irresistible 

These globularias may be grown 
from seeds, when available, but bet- 
ter from the commercial grower's 
standpoint, I believe, is reproduction 
from cuttings. Cuttings of new 
growths made in late spring or early 
summer, trimmed of foliage about 
three-fourths of their length, inserted 
in pots of sand and watered from the 
bottom usually root within two 
weeks. They like sunshine and well 
drained soil, preferably one contain- 
ing some leaf mold. 

Gilia. 

An lowa reader, who grows many 
annuals for bedding, asks for a dis 
cussion of gilia, both annual and bi 
ennial kinds. A number of genera 
separated by the splitters, such as 
collomia, fenzlia, hugelia, ipomopsis, 
linanthus, leptosiphon, leptodactylon 
and navarretia, gilia is a large poly 
morphic genus made up of close to 
100 species, mostly of western North 
America. Although closely related to 
polemoniums when judged from the 
botanists’ viewpoint, they are mostly 
removed from the latter if judged by 
garden standards, being of annual 
duration in the majority of kinds 
which have attracted horticulturists 
There are, though, a few biennials 
and a perennial or two for the warm- 
er sections, and they generally haunt 
sunny places instead of shade as so 
many polemoniums do 

Though annuals are not often dis 
cussed in these columns, gilia is so 
rich in good kinds, good not only for 
gardens but also for quick turnover 
in the hands of neighborhood grow 
ers, that it deserves some space This 
is especially true at this time of year, 
when growers are looking for some 
thing to turn quickly into cash 

Gilia micrantha, which is Lept 
siphon French hybrids or Star Dust 
of seed catalogs, is a good place to 
commence one’s adventures in this 
interesting group. Wherever rock 
gardens are popular, there this grac« 
ful little annual should be a good 
seller. If you have no rock gardeners 
among your clients, it should still sel] 
well for edging and to fill odd cor 
ners in the border.

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less than eight weeks, gilias are one 
of the quickest money crops avail- 
able for local sales. And they will 
likely be repeaters to fill in the same 
spots after the early-planted ones 
cease flowering. Seeds and seedlings 
may be handled in your favorite 
way, but I have found it best to prick 
them from the seed flat into small, 2- 
inch rose pots and sell them from 
the pots. That makes just one han- 
dling of the plants, with the turnover 
in two months or less; so one can 
sell them at a price that is sure to 
create a lively movement. If you have 
a call for this type of material, try 
a few plants of G. micrantha. 

The plant eventually grows about 
six inches tall. It produces its rather 
small flowers in a bewildering range 
of colors for a long time. Separate 
colors, such as purple, orange, yellow, 
deep rose and white, are often avail- 
able for those who guard their color 
schemes jealously. 

There are several other annual 
gilias to be handled in the same way 
which you may find useful. Of these, 
G. dianthoides, or Fenzlia dianthi- 
flora to some, is the most promising 
of the readily available kinds. It 
grows six inches or less high and 
bears a profusion of lilac to rosy- 
purple, pink-like flowers over a long 
season. Not only is it a splendid 
little annual to use in masses in the 
rock garden and for edgings and 
planting among steppingstones, but 
it is also good as a little pot plant 
In addition to these annuals, I should 
like to mention two biennials. 

Both of them, G. coronopifolia and 
G. aggregata, the former being some- 
times and perhaps properly known as 
G. rubra, are often spoken of as be- 
ing tender. That must refer to con- 
ditions not met with in northern 
Michigan, for both have proved to 
be hardy here in light soil, and the 
former, at least, has escaped from 
cultivation in this section and main- 
tains itself naturally. It might be, 
however, that material from the 
southern parts of their ranges, as in 
the warm southwest, might be tender 

G. aggregata is a showy plant 
when it decorates its foot-tall slender 
stems with a myriad bright scarlet 
trumpets. The other is more stately, 
a height of six feet being accorded 
it by some authors, though it seldom, 
if ever, grew over half that tall here 
and was usually less than that. It, 
too, is floriferous, each stem bear- 
ing numberless trumpets of a pleas- 
ing shade of orange-red at its sum- 
mit. Incidentally, this plant can be 
induced to bloom the first year from 
seeds by early sowing and growing 
the plants along without check, when 
they will make a grand display in 
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Fagus Sylvatica Riversi

the late autumn garden. Both are 
easy to grow in any sunny, well 
drained situation. 


Anemone Vitafolia. 


A Minnesota reader asks if there 
is a windflower that he can use to 
replace Anemone japonica which is 
too tender for his section. Assuming 
that he wants a summer-flowering 
plant, the best substitute that comes 
to mind is the Himalayan, A. vita- 
folia, but I am not sure that it would 
be entirely hardy there. 

It could, in fact, be called, with- 
out stretching the point too far, a 
Himalayan version of the familiar 
Japanese, with grapelike leaves, a 
stronger constitution and an earlier 
flowering period, for it flowered in 
July here, according to our records. 
The books available at the moment 
say the flowers should be white. As 
that did not ring true in my memory, 
I referred to notes made at the time 
it was under trial and find that our 
plants had pale pink flowers with a 
deeper shade on the backs of the 
petals. These were borne on stems 
twenty-five inches or more in height, 
making it a desirable cutting item as 
well as a good garden ornament. 
Fresh seeds sown in autumn in an 
outdoor frame germinate well the 
following spring

This Business of Ours 


Reflections on the Progress and Problems of Nurserymen 


By E. Sam Hemming 


LOW-PRESSURE SELLING. 


The programs at recent meetings 
of nurserymen’s associations have laid 
great stress on selling and its many 
angles. I cannot help but be a bit dis- 
gusted with the idea that now we 
must treat our customers better and 
give them more attention. The mis- 
take was in ever having a disagree- 
able attitude toward our customers. 
My own selling experience has in- 
cluded the period from the end of 
the boom, through the great depres- 
sion to the present day. Since I am 
my own boss I have developed my 
own disciplines, methods and atti- 
tudes and try not to let them become 
lax in good times. 

High-pressure salesmanship has 
always been annoying to me when I 
am the purchaser, and, naturally, | 
do not want to practice it. There are 
many of us of similar temperament, 
probably more than there are of the 
aggressive type. Yet, I wonder if the 
results of the former are not often 
better. 

Early in the game I found that 
ringing doorbells without some intro- 
duction was mostly a waste of time; 
similarly, any effort, other than to 
suggest ideas to a customer, is of little 
avail. The “dotted line boys” leave 
me cold for I have never asked for a 
customer's signature nor asked for a 
deposit. Usually, after visiting a pros- 
pective customer and talking to him 
I will send him an estimate from the 
office, perhaps accompanied by a 
plan, and, as a rule, the order is tele- 
phoned in later. 

The indirect approach is by far the 
best. I believe in telephone directory 
advertising, attractive catalogs, local 
newspaper advertising, introductory 
booklets like the National Landscape 
Nurserymen’s Association’s “Indus- 
try Need Not Be Ugly,” attractive 
nursery properties and trucks, good 
reputations and good workmanship. 

When I receive a call to visit a 
prospect (most of our landscape cus- 
tomers are within a 50-mile radius) 
I schedule the call and make an 
appointment, and if I have two pros- 
pects in the same town I will make 
the appointments on separate days, so 
as to give the customer all the time 
he wants to talk and not hurry him. 
I bet that you will not find a sales 
manager preaching that method. If 
a prospect asks me to stop in when 
in the neighborhood I make a specific 


appointment of it and treat it as a 
full-fledged visit. 

After receiving an order the em- 
phasis is on getting the job done and 
doing it properly. I have always 
found that while one job was being 
done another one would come along, 
so that I did not have to be looking 
for the next one. Sometimes when 
planting time comes we will have as 
many as fifty jobs to do that have 
come in through the slack season. 
The activity accompanying the com- 
pletion of these jobs is one of our 
best advertisements. 

Have you ever attempted to ana- 
lyze in retrospect from where your 
best jobs came? I have, and they 
are always contradictory to the 
theory of aggressive salesmanship. 
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Often the reason is actually amusing. 
Our largest job of last year came as a 
recommendation from the customer's 
colored cook. The cook’s husband 
had worked on another place that 
we had landscaped, though I had not 
seen him for eight years. 


Another nice job this past fall came 
as a telephoned request to see a cer- 
tain attorney in a town twenty miles 
away. I kept my appointment, only 
to find he had been suddenly called 
away for the day, but his partner 
directed me to his home some six 
miles out of town to look it over, 
make a plan and submit an estimate. 
After completing the plan and esti- 
mate and mailing them I received a 
written O.K. I telephoned to tell him 
when I would start the job, and on 
scheduie went and staked it out, and 
the planting gang was there a little 
more than a week. I went back to 
see that the job was all right, and 
yet, to this day, neither my men nor 
I have met the customer face to face. 


I have also noticed that we receive

a certain amount of business from 
competitors as a result of their ill- 
advised aggressive salesmanship not 
backed up by good workmanship. 
Another important phase in sell- 
ing is your bookkeeping methods. 
Firms that are aggressive in selling 
are usually too eager in their bill 
collecting and often counteract their 
gains. It is better for your bookkeeper 
to be relaxed but not lax. We are 
usually patient; last year our bad 
debts were less than $2 per $1,000. 
At the recent meeting of the 
Maryland Nurserymen’s Association, 
Daniel Stoner, who went to the same 
college I did, remarked that we were 
not taught the first thing about get- 
ting an order. I felt the same way, 
but somehow I believe that most of 
the books on salesmanship could be 
thrown in the wastebasket. The man 
who persists until he gets the order 
may be a hero in storybooks, but in 
real life he is just plain silly. When 
a prospect says no, leave him politely 
and take care of the one who says 
yes. cE. 3. Hi.

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Mail-order Men Report on Business 


Forty-five men representing thirty- 
five firms in the central section of the 
National Mail Order Nurserymen’s 
Association dined at Charles Rich- 
ards’ Red Brick tavern, fourteen 
miles north of Kalamazoo, Mich., on 
the evening of March 10, thereafter 
reporting on current business. 


Postal Increases. 


Discussing the effects of the postal 
rate increases, Harold Goldstein, of 
Kunderd’s Gladiolus Farms, Goshen, 
Ind., said he had looked up his rec- 
ords of sales since January 1, 1950, 
and learned that thirteen per cent of 
his gross income was being paid out 
for postage on orders from southern 
and western states, 

Clifford Emlong, Emlong Nurser- 
ies, Stevensville, Mich., said the rate 
increases were playing havoc with his 
profits. 

Vice-president John Elzinga, Ben- 
ton Harbor, urged members to write 
their senators to leave the present 
length and weight limitations as they 
are and eliminate the changes in rates. 


Assess Growing Stock. 


Nurserymen present from Indiana 
and Michigan stated that township 
assessors, on orders from top authori- 
ties, are attempting the assessment of 
growing nursery stock as personal 
property. 

Cy. Boyer, head of the Michigan 
nursery inspection service, stated that 
he already had been asked to testify 
before boards of equalization and his 
considered opinion was that growing 
nursery stock had no value. 

However, the assessors do have 
statutory authority to assess growing 
nursery stock in both Indiana and 
Michigan. 

Experiences on this aspect are: 
Peter Weller, Weller’s Nurseries Co., 
Holland, Mich.: “We have been as- 
sessed on growing nursery stock for 
twenty-seven years.” 

Clifford Emlong: “Our assessor 
took our nursery stock in the ware- 
house on January 1.” 

Henry Klein, Newport Nursery 
Co., Newport, Mich.: “Our assessor 
has been trying to levy on my grow- 
ing nursery stock for the past three 
years, He died last week.” 

Arthur L. Watson, Arthur L. Wat- 
son Nurseries, Grand Rapids, Mich.: 
“Our assessor omitted the growing 
nursery stock one year, but the next 
spring he readjusted the assessment 
and doubled the entire levy.” 

The following resolution, offered 


by Clifford Emlong, was passed: “Re- 
solved, by the Michigan members of 
the central section of the National 
Mail Order Nurserymen’s Associa- 
tion, that we disapprove the taxation 
of growing nursery stock and all 
other growing crops as personal prop- 
erty and pledge our cooperation and 
assistance to the Michigan Nursery- 
men’s Association in its efforts to cor- 
rect this injustice.” 
Spring Business. 

The popular post-mortem on im- 
mediate past business developed an 
interesting trend. Following are re- 
ports: 

Vance Beatty, R. M. Kellogg Co., 
Three Rivers, Mich.: “Business has 
been up and down as compared to last 
year. This year there are many more 
customers who send in only a part 
of their remittance with their orders. 
The usual early large orders are just 
coming in now, four weeks late.” 


Clifford Emlong: “At present the 
total volume of orders is off seven 
and one-half per cent. It dropped 
three per cent in the last twelve days, 
and I look for the volume to be off 
ten to twelve per cent by the end 
of the spring season.” 

Clarence Wesdorp, Krider Nurser- 
ies, Middlebury, Ind.: “We have the 
same number of catalogs out as last 
year. Due to the weather and the 
strikes, the orders seem to average 
slightly larger, but there are fewer 
of them.” 

Rex Westhauser, Westhauser 
Nurseries, Sawyer, Mich.: “We no- 
tice that every streak of bad weather 
slows up the orders; a sunshiny day 
starts them again.” 

Harold Goldstein: “Business so far 
this year is very erratic, some days 
ahead, some behind. In one day we 
received three orders from Alaska by 
air-mail, three days from mailing. In 
the same mail, orders that had been

BOXWOOD PSYLLID CONTROL. 


Instead of spraying to kill boxwood 
psyllid when they first curl the ten- 
der leaves, wait until about May 25 to 
June 10. About this time, according 
to G. W. Underhill, of the experi- 
ment station at Virginia Polytechnic 
Institute, Blacksburg, the insects are 
scattered over the branches and foliage 
and can easily be killed with nicotine 
dust. It is almost impossible to strike 
them with the chemical when they are 
under the curled leaves in spring.

AMERICAN NURSERYMAN 
COVER ILLUSTRATION. 


Ilex Glabra. 


Ilex glabra, the inkberry, is one of 
the best of the broad-leaved ever- 
greens, especially from the standpoint 
of habit of growth, good foliage, 
hardiness and general adaptability. It 
deserves to be used much more than 
it has been in the past. 

The generic name, ilex, is derived 
from an ancient Latin name of 
Quercus ilex. The specific name, 
glabra, applies to the fact that the 
leaf is not hairy. This plant is de- 
scribed as being native from Nova 
Scotia south through Massachusetts 
to Florida and west to Mississippi and 
Missouri. It was introduced into cul 
tivation in 1759. 

It is a graceful shrub, with upright 
branches and handsome, lustrous 
dark green foliage, which turns a 
deep metallic purple in sun in the 
late fall and winter. The plant is often 
described as attaining a height of 
fifteen feet or more under the best 
conditions, but under cultivation it 
does not often exceed a height of 
eight or nine feet. As it is usually 
grown and maintained in landscape 
plantings, it will be usually seen at a 
height of three to five feet. This is 
because it is relatively slow-growing 
and it requires considerable pruning 
to maintain a pleasing habit of 
growth. It is rounded in general out- 
line and approximately as broad as 
high. 

The leaves are dark green and 
shiny above, obovate in shape and 
about an inch to an inch and one-half 
long. The leaves are entire, with the 
exception of a few teeth near the 
tip of the leaf. As with all of the 
ilex, the leaves are alternate. One of 
the identification characteristics often 
used with this plant, as with several 
of the ilex, is the small black, thread- 
like stipule. 

As with most of the hollies, the 
flowers are not showy, but are oc- 
casionally borne in sufficient num- 
bers to be rather pleasing when they 
are in full bloom in June. The flowers 
are yellowish-white. The plants are 
often quite showy in fruit. The fruits 
are black and shiny, ripen in Septem- 
ber and persist nearly all winter long. 
An added interesting winter charac- 
teristic is the greenish young stems. 

Ilex glabra does best in a good, 
well drained soil, but it is quite tol- 
erant of low, swampy situations, 
sandy soils or too high ground. The 
plant is quite tolerant of soil reaction, 
but it does best in somewhat acid 
soil, ranging from a pH of 5 to 6.5. 
Natively, the plant is quite often 
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found growing under swampy condi- 
tions, but it is not easily transplanted 
to such situations. 

The inkberry does well in full sun 
or shade under Ohio conditions 
Since some winter foliage burn may 
result in full exposures, it is recom- 
mended that the plant be used in 
partially protected situations. 

One of the objections frequently 
raised to this plant is that it becomes 
leggy and rather loose with age. This 
condition can be avoided by correc- 
tive pruning when the plants are 
small and judicious pruning of the 
plants in landscape plantings. A good 
practice to follow is to thin out the 
plant to some extent, encouraging 
new breaks and stem growth from 
the base of the plant. The inkberry 
responds readily to pruning. 

Propagation can be by seeds or 
softwood cuttings taken about the 
middle of July. Semimature and ma- 
ture wood cuttings can be handled in 
the greenhouse during the winter 
months. 

The inkberry is useful as a founda- 
tion plant, where it combines well 
with other’ broad-leaved evergreens 
and with narrow-leaved evergreens. 
It can be used in isolated masses, 
much as is exhibited by the cover 
illustration, or for a low evergreen 
plant in a border. It is occasionally 
recommended for hedges, and it is 
fairly satisfactory when used in that 
way. ©. c.

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New Books and Bulletins 


AMATEUR ORCHID GROWING. 


“Orchids and How to Grow 
Them,” by Adelaide C. Willoughby, 
offers the amateur orchid grower an 
interesting and informative manual 
for the culture and care of this exotic 
flower. The 135-page book contains 
pertinent knowledge on the gene- 
ology, potting, resting, propagation 
by seeds and gravel culture of or- 
chids plus detailed information con- 
cerning the control and eradication 
of the more serious pests and diseases 
that attack orchids. The book is pub- 
lished by the Oxford University 
Press, 114 Fifth avenue, New York 
11, at a cost of $3.50. 

Orchid enthusiasts also will find 
the appendixes, “A List of Orchids” 
and “Prize-winning Hybrids,” of par- 
ticular interest when they decide to 
purchase a large variety of plants. 
The book is amply illustrated with 
thirty-nine pictures that display sev- 
eral orchid species and varieties and 
demonstrate the correct methods of 
construction of lath houses, double- 
deck benches, Wardian cases and va- 
rious types of shading, which add to 
the attractiveness of the layout and 
lend further interest to the book's 
easy reading. 





PLANTS FOR PIEDMONT. 


Southern plantsmen will welcome 
the descriptions and discussion of 
plants for their area in “Plants and 
Trees for the Southern Piedmont,” a 
paper-bound book of 140 pages, by 
Brooks E. Wigginton, of the depart- 
ment of tandscape architecture at the 
University of Georgia, and just pub- 
lished by the University of Georgia 
Press, Athens, at $1.50. 

Primarily the plants discussed are 
those for the section extending from 
Virginia to eastern Alabama bound- 
ed by the Appalachian mountains on 
the north and west and by the “fall 
line,” or coastal plain, on the south 
and east. Most of the plants, how- 
ever, are of wider usage, so that the 
text is useful for reference elsewhere. 

The treatment follows the style of 
L. C. Chadwick in “Compiling a New 
Nursery List.” By chapters are cov- 
ered vines, ground covers, several 
groups of shrub by sizes and trees, 
large and small. In each chapter a 
dozen or fifteen recommended plants 
are described, while a group of simi- 
lar size of secondary importance re- 
ceives discussion. The distinctive 
uses of the plants, their character- 
istic habits and their relative merits 


are presented fully and fairly, for the 
better information of landscape de- 
signers, nurserymen and gardeners. 





DECAY OF TIMBER. 


To meet the need for a modern 
textbook to deal comprehensively 
with the problem of timber decay 
and its prevention, K. St. G. Cart- 
wright and W. P. K. Findlay, of the 
British forest products research labo- 
ratory, at Aylesburg, Buckshire, Eng- 
land, have gathered together their 
previous publications on the subject, 
with additional chapters, to present 
in “Decay of Timber and Its Pre- 
vention,” a volume dealing compre- 
hensively with the subject of the 
title. The volume of 300 pages, in 
moderately small type, has been pub- 
lished in this country by the Chemi- 
cal Publishing Co., Brooklyn, N. Y., 
at $7.50. 

The book goes into the causes of 
decay, the physiology of wood-de- 
stroying fungi and the effects of 
fungal decay. The principal decays 
of standing trees in Great Britain are 
thoroughly treated. Rots of felled 
timber and of timber in buildings,

EVERGREEN ORCHARDS. 


“Evergreen Orchards,” by William 
Henry Chandler, professor of horti- 
culture emeritus at the University of 
California, is a textbook dealing with 
the structure and physiology of ever- 
green species of plants grown for 
their fruit. Containing 452 pages, 
with sixty-six illustrations, it has just 
been published by Lea & Febiger, 
Philadelphia, at $6. 

Written for undergraduate stu- 
dents taking advanced courses in hor- 
ticulture, this volume discusses some 
of the species which are the most im- 
portant fruit crops.

has just been released by the exten- 
sion service of the institute of agri- 
cultural sciences at the State College 
of Washington, Pullman. This 32- 
page bulletin, which was contributed 
to by several dozen workers at the 
state college and the experimental 
station, contains spray programs for 
control of the codling moth, orchard 
mite, orchard aphis, pear psylla, and 
fire blight. Insects and diseases of 
stone fruits mentioned in the booklet 
and their suggested control include 
aphis, mites, tarnished plant bugs, 
climbing cutworms, peach tree borer, 
peach twig borer, Oriental fruit 
moth, fruit tree leaf roller and cherry 
fruit fly. 

A comprehensive 40-page bulletin 
by Dwight Powell, S. C. Chandler 
and Victor W. Kelley, dealing with 
insects, diseases and rodents which 
threaten fruit trees, has been pub 
lished by the college of agriculture 
extension service of the University 
of Illinois, in cooperation with the 
Illinois State Natural History Survey, 
as circular 653, under the title, “Pest 
Control in Commercial Fruit Plant- 
ings for 1950.” Illustrated, and con- 
taining spray schedules, the booklet 
first discusses insect and disease con- 
trol for apple trees, including orchard 
sanitation, the most insistent pests to 
be watched and how to treat them, 
and apple tree sprays. The diseases 
and pests peculiar to each of the 
other common fruits are individually 
discussed by the authors. Control of 
rabbits and mice is another subject 
included in the circular, which con- 
cludes with a section devoted to 
spray materials in general, with a key 
for identifying the newer organic ma- 
terials. 

Experiments have indicated that 
the modified Purdue University test 
for determining the potash needs of 
peach trees is applicable to the potash 
deficient areas of Michigan, accord- 
ing to a reprint from the quarterly 
bulletin of the Michigan agricultural 
experiment station, entitled “Meth- 
ods for Determining the Needs of 
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Peach Trees for Potash Fertilizer.” 
The methods employed in the experi- 
ment are explained in the 12-page 
leaflet by W. H. Daniel and L. M. 
Turk. The researchers found that a 
measurement of the amount of po- 
tassium in peach leaves will indicate 
deficiency of that fertilizer in the 
soil. They also established certain 
visible deficiency symptoms in the 
leaves, and an illustration in the 
leaflet shows the leaves in various 
stages of deficiency. There are also 
tables and graphs to illustrate the 
experiments. 

A 16-page pamphlet on “The 
Contour-Check Method of Orchard 
Irrigation,” written by J. B. Brown 
and revised by J. C. Marr, has been 
issued as circular 73 of the agricul- 
tural extension service, University of 
California, Berkeley. By charts, illus- 
trations and formulas this system of 
irrigation is explained, and specific 
directions are given for laying out a 
contour-check system. 

In the northern plains states, the 
work of the Dominion experimental 
station at Morden, Manitoba, a few 
miles over the Canadian border from 
North Dakota, is well known for its 
introductions of plants to withstand 
the cold winters and dry summers of 
that territory, and also for the ex- 
perimental work in horticulture, con- 
ducted under the direction of W. R. 
Leslie, superintendent. Much of in- 
terest is told in the 92-page pam- 
phlet just issued as a progress report 
covering the years 1938 to 1946, the 
cover of which carries a picture of 
Morden Pink lythrum, one of the 
outstanding perennials contributed 
by the station. Not only are there 
brief descriptions of plant introduc- 
tions by the station, but also lists of 
adapted species and varieties of crops 
and plants useful to gardeners and 
farmers in the area. Horticulture is 
the first major division at the station, 
followed by forage crops, while ex- 
perimental work is done also in 
cereals, field husbandry and animal 
husbandry. Out of the present area 
of 625 acres, 220 are in horticultural 
crops and plantations. The first tests 
were set out in 1916. A progress re- 
port published in 1938 covered the 
seven years from 1931 to 1937.

Western Pennsylvania Spring Meeting 


The spring meeting of the Western 
Pennsylvania Nurserymen’s Associa- 
tion March 7, at the Hotel Webster 
Hall, Pittsburgh, drew sixty-five 
members and guests. Since the 
weather was fair for a change, many 
of the members were trying to get 
their spring work under way, after 
one of the wettest winters western 
Pennsylvania has ever had. 

President Andrew R. Palombo pre- 
sided, and the program was run 
through in a fine manner with the 
program chairman, Stanley Leonard, 
assisting. 

Edgar J. Udine, extension ento- 
mologist, Pennsylvania State College, 
discussed the newer insecticides and 
showed slides of many insects. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Udine, Parathion is 
one of the best controls for nearly 
all insects, scale, aphis, red spider 
and many others. However, it is ex- 
tremely poisonous and must be used 
with great care. The use of mask, rub- 
ber gloves, hat, coat and boots is a 
necessity. Tons have been used in 
Pennsylvania in the past year with- 
out any serious accidents. It is not 
recommended for use in landscape 
work on private property. For best 
results, use in spring when the tem- 
perature is about 70 degrees. 

Chlordane is a fine material for 
control of insects in the ground. It 
will control the June bug and the 
Japanese beetle when applied at the 
rate of twenty pounds per acre. A 
very good control for ants is two 
ounces of fifty per cent wettable 
Chlordane mixed with about a pound 
of sawdust or sand, spread over the 
anthill and raked in. It may be used 
on turf at any time except when the 
ground is frozen. The best time to 
apply is in early spring, before May 
1. Chlordane must be thoroughly 
washed into the soil to be effective. 

Mr. Udine recommended superior- 
type oils for dormant sprays as 
very effective on scales and eggs of 
many insects. 

Stanley Leonard discussed plant de- 
sign, with the help of his colored 
slides of gardens and places in On- 
tario, Nassau, Florida, California, 
Oregon and British Columbia. These 
pictures were taken on his many trips 
and include that to San Francisco for 
the convention of the American As- 
sociation of Nurserymen last year. 
They were most excellent. 

Mr. Leonard, from his vast knowl- 
edge of design and plant material, 
described each picture, pointing out 
the highlights and identifying the 


plant material. Some of the plant ma- 
terial shown could not be used in 
western Pennsylvania; yet, as he stat- 
ed, the same effects could be secured 
by the use of plant material that 
would be hardy. 

After dinner, Dr. J. Franklin Styer, 
of J. J. Styer & Son, Concordville, 
spoke on the subject “Careless Pric- 
ing Is a Consumer's Subsidy.” The 
topic was handled in a superb manner 
and proved to be a most interesting 
subject. 

Dr. Styer pointed out that by pric- 
ing nursery stock too high or too low 
you will go out of business. If you 
price half your items too high and 
half too low and are lucky, you might 
break even or perhaps make a little 
money. The customers are getting 
price-conscious and will purchase the 
items you have marked too low; hence 
you are subsidizing the customer. 


Know your costs. The selling price of 
a plant should be based on its cost 
plus cost of selling, overhead and 
profit. Do not use someone's else re 
tail catalog and price your stock 
accordingly. He may be too high or 
too low. Everyone's cost is not the 
same. Everyone’s market is not the 
same. Where competition is keen, the 
markup will be lower. Retail nurs- 
erymen’s markup across the country 
varies from 100 per cent to as much 
as 500 per cent. 

Certainly the material one buys is 
easy to price because the cost is 
known. It is the material you grow 
that is difficult. The retail nurseryman 
usually grows many items, often in 
small quantities, and these items are 
hard to price. A cost-accounting sys 
tem is not justified in a small busi- 
ness. However, if you will keep some 
accurate records on the cost of grow-

ing certain plants from the time you 
set them out until they are sold, you 
will have a fairly accurate cost. Di 
vide them into slow, medium-slow, 
medium and quick-growing. Keep 
records on the cost of growing several 
items in each group and you will 
have a fairly accurate record on the 
cost. 

Do not be satisfied with keeping a 
cost record on an item once and then 
price the plant the same ever after 
But keep these cost studies up. Don't 
make them too burdensome because 
you will drop them. Don’t keep rec 
ords on the same item all the time. 
When you have a complete record on 
growing an item, switch to another. 

Dr. Styer predicted that in the 
next ten years most of the nursery 
stock will be sold by salesyards and 
mail-order houses, with the retail 
nurseryman sandwiched in between 
He saw good business ahead for the 
nursery industry, but warned nurs- 
erymen to price all items fairly and 
give customers efficient and courteous

SPRAY CONTROL OF 
FRUIT NURSERY PESTS. 
[Continued from page 8.] 


curl disease of peach can be con 
trolled only by a dormant spray. The 
green peach aphis may become a 
problem if the dormant spray is 
omitted. Summer control of this in- 
sect can be obtained by spraying 
with a mixture containing three 
pounds of benzene hexachloride (six 
per cent gamma) and one pint of 
liquid Orthex to 100 gallons. These 
materials may be mixed with the 
DDT spray if it is desired. 

The leaf blister mite of pears can 
be controlled only by the use of a 
dormant spray. However, another 
pest of pears in the nursery, the pear 
slug, requires a summer spray for 
control. A mixture containing three 
or four pounds of lead arsenate and 
two or three pounds of lime, or two 
pounds of a fifty per cent DDT wet- 
table powder to 100 gallons applied 
any time when the population of in- 
sects warrants treatment will give 
adequate control. 

Occasionally, leaf spot of pear and 
quince may result in severe defolia- 
tion. If these diseases have been a 
problem or if there is any reason to 
believe that they will be prevalent, 
it might be advisable to apply two 
or three sprays of a mixture contain- 
ing one and one-half pounds of Fer- 
mate and a spreader-sticker; i.e., one- 
fourth pint of Triton B-1956 to 100 
gallons. These sprays should be ap- 
plied at 2-week intervals beginning 
about June 15. 

Following each of these recom- 
mended spray practices each year 
would, of course, be a major task, 
but it must be remembered that sel- 
dom, if ever, do all of these pests be 
come serious in a single year, Certain 
of them, such as apple leaf hoppers, 
Oriental fruit moth and the tarnished 
plant bug, are present and must be 
reckoned with each season. Others 
become serious pests every so often, 
but their appearance has not been re- 
lated, as yet, to recognizable weather 
factors. Numbered among these pests 
are most of the species of aphis. If a 
dormant spray is thoroughly applied 
each year, there will be little cause 
to carry out a summer spray sched- 
ule for aphis except during years of 
serious infestations. The occurrence 
of certain other pests can be related 
to weather conditions. Among them 
are apple scab, cherry leaf spot and 
the powdery mildews. In general, 
scab and leaf spot will be severe dur- 
ing or following wet or rainy periods 
of extended duration. The mildews, 
on the other hand, appear only dur- 
ing hot and dry weather periods. The

STUDENTS’ DISPLAY 
WINS AT FLORIDA FAIR. 


Thyrsus, student horticultural club 
at the University of Florida, again 
won the huge loving cup awarded 
annually by Alpha Zeta, agricultural 
service fraternity, for the best dis- 
play at the college’s agricultural fair 
during the first week of March. The 
club’s exhibition was divided into 
five sections for the various majors 
in the horticultural course. 

A bosky dell to simulate a tropical 
jungle with lush ferns, exotic palms, 
bromeliads, cycads and _ terrestrial 
orchids was built by students of or- 
namental horticulture to form a back- 
ground for the center of interest, a 
gnarled cypress tree supporting a 
profusion of flowering epiphytic or- 
chids. At the tree’s base, a miniature 
spring emptied into a fern-bordered 
pool. 

The citrus fruits majors of the 
club presented a scale-model orange 
grove, complete with hills, lakes, a 
village and a perfectly scaled electric 
railroad with a miniature freight train 
that wound through the hills and 
stopped at the tiny station to load 
fruit. 

Students in the field of tropical 
fruits exhibited exotic delicacies and 
featured a lecture by a student from 
the Bahama islands who had known 
these unusual fruits all of his life. 
The vegetable and processing majors’ 
exhibit included a huge basket of 
garden-fresh Florida vegetables, a 
map depicting the principal areas of 
their production and a prepack dis- 
play. 

Students in flower growing built a 
garden of Florida-grown annuals, ar- 
ranged in harmonious bands of 
bright colors, for which a lawn of 
flawless rye grass served as a fore 
ground. A series-type display with 
Florafoam demonstrated the evolu 
tion of an orchid corsage. This was 
set up by students interested in or 
chid culture, who also exhibited liv- 
ing plants arranged and labeled to 
show the step-by-step, year-by-year 
growth of a cattleya orchid from seed 
pod to mature bloom.

dent of the Destruxol Corp., Ltd., 
Pasadena, spoke of his trip through 
the southern United States and touched 
on the quarantine of California camel- 
lias shipped into the southern states. 
He was fully confident that this quar- 
antine will soon be lifted. 


Moving on to the subject of soils, 
Dr. Jonson said he thought the pub- 
lic has heard so much about acid 
conditions in the soil for shade-loving 
plants that it had gone overboard on 
the subject. He advised the nursery- 
men to try and convey to the cus- 
tomer the idea of maintaining a neu- 
tral soil instead of an acid one, for 
a neutral condition is far safer than 
a so-called acid condition for shade 
loving plants. 

On the question of insecticides, 
Dr. Jonson said that the public is too 
confused over the many things it 
hears about what is good for this and 
that, and he urged more simplicity. He 
pointed out that some of the newer in- 
secticides were far too dangerous for 
use by amateurs. He also deplored 
the fact that DDT and other insecti- 
cides have killed off the insects we 
needed to fight other pests.

each is and the proper dosage for 
the different commercial brands. It 


also includes a chart which gives 
average dosage rates for different 
crops. 


Toxic chemicals and oil sprays to 
be used as general contact weed 
killers are the topic of the 16-page 


circular 137 of the agricultural ex 
tension service, University of Cali- 
fornia, Berkeley. These chemicals 


and oils are to be used for such mass 
weed killing jobs as roadside and 
ditch clearance, for they are not se- 
lective and kill all kinds of weeds 
and other plants, according to the 
author, Alden S. Crafts. The three 
types of these herbicides described in 
this circular are water-soluble mate- 
rials, emulsions and oils. The advan- 
tages and disadvantages of each are 
discussed. 

Since California now imports most 
of its grass seeds for range and irri- 
gated pasture seedings, the agricul- 
tural extension service of the Univer- 
sity of California, Berkeley, is en- 
couraging the growing of grass seeds 
by issuing a 24-page circular, No. 155, 
entitled “Grass Seed Production.” 
The circular, written by D. C. Sum- 
ner and Milton D. Miller, covers all 
phases of grass seed growing, from 
a discussion of a balanced production 
program to planting, management 
and harvesting. 

A report on the horticultural value 
of five strawberry varieties intro- 
duced by the University of California 
college of agriculture in 1945, and 
the introduction of two new varieties 
are included in Bulletin 714 of the 
California agricultural experiment 
station, Berkeley. This 16-page bulle- 
tin, entitled “Breeding and Testing 
Strawberry Varieties” and written by 
Richard E. Baker and Victor Voth, 


reports on four more years’ expe- 
rience with Shasta, Lassen, Donner, 
Sierra and Tahoe and introduces 


Campbell and Cupertino. All these 
varieties are illustrated comparative- 
ly, so that their characteristics can 
be seen at a glance.

from storage had little or no effect 
upon the growth, appearance and 
flower production, as compared to 
plants which received no pruning on 
removal from storage. The effect of 
the prestorage pruning treatment 
was evident whether or not the plants 
had been cut back before planting. 


Burlap Preservatives. 


A study was made of various fabric 
preservatives to determine whether or 
not they would be applicable for 
treating burlap to prevent its rapid 
deterioration when used to burlap 
balled nursery stock. Only two of 
the ten different compounds tested 
proved satisfactory. The active in- 
gredient of each of these two com- 
pounds was copper naphthanate. 

New 7!/-ounce burlap of the type 
used in potato sacks was used in this 
experiment. The burlap was cut into 
squares and treated with the various 
compounds according to the manu- 
facturers’ instructions. Taxus cuspi- 
data plants were balled and burlapped 
with the treated fabric and heeled in, 
in a mixture of sphagnum peat and 
sand, April 12, 1949. 

Six months later the plants were 
removed from the beds, and the con 
dition of the burlap was compared. As 
noted above, only the copper naph 
thanate compounds proved effective. 
Two other compounds tested may 
prove satisfactory for shorter periods 
of exposure. One of these is a water- 
soluble copper sulphate compound, 
which, because of its low cost, would 
probably be satisfactory as a short- 
time preservative. The other com- 
pound in this same category was a 
concentrated emulsion of dichloro- 
dihydroxy-dipheryl methane, which 
could be mixed with water and used 
as a preservative. 

Heeling In Nursery Stock. 


A total of eighteen different mate- 
rials or mixtures was tested to de- 
termine their suitability for use as 
media for heeling in nursery stock 
and plunging potted plants. It was 
not possible to draw definite conclu- 
sions based on one season’s work. By 
observation of the growth of the 
plants, the color of the foliage, the 
amount of water and frequency of 
watering required, and the fertilizer 
requirement, it was possible to make 
the following inferences: 

The fresh wood products, such as 
sawdust, shredded bark, shingletow 
and various mixtures containing these 
ingredients, not suitable for 
heeling in nursery stock. They re- 
quired more watering and dried out 
faster, and the plants in general were

in poor condition at the end of the 
experiment. The leaves on the decidu 
ous plants in these beds were small, 


and chlorotic and there was little 
terminal growth on most of the 
plants, including the taxus plants 


No one medium proved satisfactory 
for all types of plants. Lilac plants 
did not do well in the media which 


had a pH of less than 7.0, whereas 
the dogwood grew better in the more 
acid media. The taxus plants were 
least affected by the type of medium, 
but this was probably due to the fact 
they were balled and burlapped and 
were less affected by the medium sur 
rounding the ball 

It appeared that the mixtures of 
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sphagnum peat and sand, Michigan 
peat and sand, rotted sawdust and 
sand and even fresh sawdust and 
sand proved better as media than 
the previously mentioned materials 
used alone. This was probably due to 
better drainage and aeration obtained 
when sand was mixed with the other 
materials. 

Constructing Beds and Frames. 

The beds described above were 
constructed of various materials to 
determine which was most suitable 
for the construction of walks and 
beds. The lumber used in the con- 
struction of the frames was treated 
with the different commercial wood 
preservatives available to determine 
their effectiveness in preserving and 
prolonging the life of wood that 
comes in contact with the soil. Other 
materials used in the construction of 
the beds include concrete and cinder 
blocks, hollow clay tile, corrugated 
Transite board, Permacrete _ slabs, 
Koppers pressure-impregnated green- 
house bench lumber and untreated 
cypress lumber. 

It is too soon to draw any definite 
conclusions as to the results of this 
study. The narrow concrete and cin- 
der blocks, 4x8x16 inches, when laid 
up with mortar make very neat beds. 
The 8x8x16-inch concrete and cinder 
blocks and the 6x12x12-inch tile 
blocks were used as walls and walks 
of a temporary nature. No mortar 
was used to lay these blocks. The 
chief objection to this type of walk 
was that it was too narrow for 
wheeled tools or carts. This could be 
overcome by making the walks two 
blocks in width. 

Sawdust was used as a surface for 
a walk between beds. This provided 
a clean all-weather walk. The saw- 
dust would have to be replenished 
every year to provide a mud-free 
walk. 

The above is a brief statement of 
the investigations carried out during 
the 1948-49 season. A complete re- 
port of this study can be obtained 
from John Siebenthaler, secretary, 
Ohio Nurserymen’s Association, 3001 
Cata'pa drive, Dayton, O.

copy comes back to the office, those 
changes are made on the invoice and 
the office copy. 

We allow our planting foreman to 
keep the pink slip, with all his own 
notes on it. If at any time during that 
season a customer has a complaint, 
the foreman has his own notes and 
can refer to them if he is questioned 
about the order. 

When the delivery or planting is 
completed, the truck driver or the 
foreman has to initial and date that 
order before it gets back to the office. 
At the same time he makes out a 
planting card, if it is a planting or- 
der, with the time and so on, so that 
the charges can be figured out. 

Now, several persons in the office 
enter into the picture after the job 
is completed. 

Assuming the delivery or the 
planting is completed, the invoice 
and the office copy are taken from 
the files, and the time card and bill- 
ing copy are clipped together. Then 
they go to the clerk who figures the 
labor price. Before the customer is 
billed, the invoice goes to the sales- 
man who sold the order, and it is ap- 
proved.

item, and if the invoice goes to the 
customer first, it causes a little em- 
barrassment. After it is approved by 
the salesman, the invoice date is 
typed; it is given a number for our 
filing system, and the invoice is 
mailed out as soon as possible. The 
office copy is filed in the office; it 
never leaves the office. 

The filling copy is filed with all its 
information in a separate file, so that 
in the event the customer calls we 
can see what notes have been made 
by the digging foreman, the planting 
foreman or the truck driver. 

All of this procedure in the case 
of a planting job involves twenty 
persons. Until I added it up for my 
own interest I never realized the 
number. If it is a delivery, fifteen or 
sixteen persons are involved, depend- 
ing upon the size of the planting 
crew. 

There remain a few further mat- 
ters before the completion of an or- 
der. 

A salesman, after he books an or- 
der for planting about a home, 
should use a few sticks to locate the 
shade trees, so that, when they are 
delivered or planted, there will be 
no question. He should take the cus- 
tomer right to the spot and make 
sure the location is decided upon be- 
fore the tree arrives at the property. 

Customers should be given advice 
as to aftercare, trimming, spraying, 
maintenance, watering and so on. 

I think every salesman, in his 
rounds, should make a call back after 
a job is completed, at least four to 
five weeks after the work has been 
planted. 

We give a 90-day guarantee. 
After you have sold a job and plant- 
ed it, quite often you have to call 
back because of loss of material. You 
do not take the customer's word for 
it. You stop and see whether it is 
your fault that the plant died. 

Another thing that enters into 
planting is extra labor. You may 
quote a customer a contract figure 
on the labor. You find, after the men 
get there, that the customer wants 
three or four other little things 
taken care of. That is an important 
item and should not be overlooked. 

Sometimes there are changes in 
plans. The architect draws the plans. 
When you get on the site, you find 
a building or a road or a sidewalk 
where you are supposed to do some 
planting. The foreman does not know 
what to do. It is up to the salesman 
to straighten out such things. 

I do not think any landscape job, 
if your crew has planted it, is ever 
completed. In my estimation, you 
have to take care of it for the cus- 
tomer as long as you can. 
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BELLINGRATH GARDENS 
GIVEN TO CHARITY. 


Walter D. Bellingrath, Mobile, 
Ala., has given the famed Bellingrath 
Gardens to a charitable organization 
so that the income from the gardens 
can be used for religious and educa- 
tional purposes. The organization, the 
Bellingrath-Morse Foundation, was 
founded by the 80-year-old philan- 
thropist.

In the preamble to 
the deed which transfers the owner- 
ship, Mr. Bellingrath paid tribute to 
his wife, who planned much of the 
garden, crediting to her genius and 
artistry the development of this 
beauty spot from an ordinary fishing 
camp. 





BECAUSE he suffered a heart at- 
tack while on a trip to the Sierra 
mountains, T. A. Butterworth, pro- 
prietor of Oak Tree Nursery, Los 
Gatos, Calif., plans to retire from 
business.

LIMING FACTORS. 


Many factors are involved in the 
liming of soil, and the Ohio agricul- 
tural experiment station has been 
working on the problem for fifty 
years. Now research workers are 
considering the comparative value of 
an Ohio limestone which is high in 
magnesium content, according to 
C. J. Schollenberger, soil chemist. 
Lime from this dolomitic stone is 
milder and slower in action than 
other limes, and it is considered pos- 
sible that it might be more effective 
on certain acid soils which have 
shown disappointing results with 
standard practice. 

Perhaps one reason for a negative 
result in the use of lime is the fact 
that it has caused a decrease in the 
availability of certain of the minor 
trace elements in the soil. These mi- 
nor elements, such as boron and man- 
ganese, appear in the soil in small 
quantities, but are indispensable to 
the growth of crop plants. Both 
boron and manganese are known to 
be affected by liming. 

Another problem which the sta- 
tion is working on is the attainment 
of a fuller knowledge of the optimum 
degree of neutralization or saturation 
of the soil by lime bases so that the 
necessary fineness and rate of appli- 
cation of a lime material can be de- 
termined. These factors must be eval- 
uated to achieve the most profitable 
results from lime application. 

In regard to profitable results, Mr. 
Schollenberger points out that con- 
servation should be considered when 
applying lime, for it is known that

more lime is lost as a result of drain- 
age than is removed by crops. From 
the point of view of conservation, 
scientists have considered the use of 
blast furnace slag for liming, thus 
making the limestone serve two mas- 
ters, the steel producers and agricul 
turists.

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CANADIAN PLANT NOTES. 


During the annual meeting of the 
Great Plains horticulturists in On- 
tario last autumn the following notes 
were gleaned from comments passed 
casually, mostly during tours of in- 
spection, by W. R. Leslie, of the 
Dominion experimental station at 
Morden, Man.: 

Yakima is one of the hardier plums 
of very high quality. 

Three domestica plums introdced 
by the Dominion horticulturist are 
named after near-by counties. Ne- 
pean resembles the purple prune- 
plum Mount Royal in color and sea- 
son; it is slightly larger but probably 
a little less hardy. Carleton is large 
and red, ripening shortly after Ne- 
pean. Prescott is yellow in color. 
All three may be considered as bor- 
derline in hardiness, but each is 
definitely more dependable than 
Bietz. Callahan Seedling is a good 
damson of much hardiness. 

In the Ottawa varieties of Rosy- 
bloom crab apples Cowichan is very 
early, with fruits which make good 
jelly. Rosseau is second early. Maka- 
mik, of midseason, is one of the most 
satisfactory, retaining its fruit well. 
Sissipuk is the latest in season of 
bloom, with flowers the darkest red. 
Simcoe has large flowers and bright 
red fruits. The two red-leaved varie- 
ties that Ottawa has introduced are 
Tomiko and Baskatong. The former 
has the redder foliage and appears 
the more valuable. These two are 
considered primarily as foliage plants. 
Aside from any beauty in flower and 
fruit, the attractive red-purplish 
foliage makes these two hardy crab 
apples useful in landscape planting 
from spring to late October. 

C. P. Close is the very early sum- 
mer apple. It soon loses quality. A 
waggish remark was, “Yes, you have 
to pick ‘em and run to the house with 
‘em.” 

Anis is considered the hardiest 
standard apple at Ottawa. As a trunk 
portion for top-working it tends to 
be somewhat dwarfing. 

Antonovka is rated as second in 
hardiness. At Morden, Moscow Pear 
apple is rated as hardier than Anis 
and Antonovka. 

Hibernal, when top-worked, is sub- 
ject to wreckage when the laden 
branches upon twisting in heavy 
winds tend to break. 

Atlas, an autumn apple of grow- 
ing popularity, is a seedling of Win- 
ter St. Lawrence. It bears well at 
Morden. 

Prunus sargenti is about the 
hardiest of the Japanese cherries, Be- 
ing nonsuckering, it is employed as 
rootstocks at the Arnold Arboretum.

PHOSPHOROUS COMPOUNDS. 


Tests by the entomologists of the 
United States Department of Agri 
culture have proved several new 
phosphorous compounds to be dead 
ly to mites, aphis and other insect 
pests that are often hard to control 
with more familiar insecticides. 

The effect of one of the new com 
pounds appears to make a _ plant 
deadly to the insect that plagues the 
plant. The chemical can be applied 
to or mixed with the soil. It then 
seems to be taken up by the plant, 
and aphis and 2-spotted spider mites 
feeding on the plant are killed 

The investigators point out that 
such chemicals are not safe for gen 
eral use by inexperienced persons 
Several seasons’ practical experience 
will be necessary to gain information 
about the phosphorous compounds 
before recommending them to the 
public

We Americans may be slow, but 
we're learning about forests.

A real tree personality is the mam 
moth cypress of Tule, Taxodium mu 
cronatum, which grows in southern 
Mexico. There is another cypress 
near Mexico City called Tree of the 
Sad Night, beneath which Cortez is 
said to have wept when things were 
going badly for him, Nothing much 
seems to have happened since near 
this mammoth cypress to give it a 
romantic name, but, then, nothing 
needs to. Statistics alone are enough 
to give it fame. It is not so tremend 
ously tall—-150 feet, they say—but 
during the 4,000 to 10,000 years that 
it has been growing it has achieved 
a girth of 114 feet, plus a few inches! 
The General Sherman at Santa Cruz 
is only 101 feet tall: so we can believe 
that the Tree of the Sad Night must 
be the largest living tree in all the 
world and is probably the oldest, as 
well. H 

It grows in a rather remote and 
barren valley hemmed in by foot 
hills, Early padres built an adobe 
church where it and other big trees 
offered shade, and this giant. still 
stands in the front of the churchyard 
near the gate. There is a smaller tree 
near by, and a third near the back 
of the church—three living giants, a 
sight worth traveling miles to sec 
Until recently comparatively few 
tourists had seen these trees, for mod 
ern transportation is new to the re 
gion, but now that the Pan Amer 
ican highway passes a few hundred 
feet from the churchyard, the trees

American agricultural scientists 
are a busy lot.

MIST HUMIDIFICATION 
FOR ROOTING CUTTINGS. 


One of the worst problems for the 
plant propagator is that of preventing 
excessive wilting of cuttings on the 
plant bench before they develop suf 
ficient root systems to supply their 
water needs, and the department of 
horticulture at the University of 
Michigan, East Lansing, has come up 
with some answers, according to F. L. 
O’Rourke in the Michigan agricul 
tural experiment station quarterly. 
Researchers there have been experi- 
menting with mist humidification of 
propagation greenhouses and have 
found that a good humidification sys- 
tem pays dividends 

The idea behind humidification is 
that if the air is kept filled with tiny 
droplets of water, the leaves of cut. 
tings become covered with a film of 
moisture which reduces transpiration 
and even adds to their water supply. 
Under this system, leaves do not 
have to be removed from cuttings: 
thus, they can manufacture carbohy- 
drates with which to feed young 
roots. 

Many types of nozzles were sub- 
jected to experimentation during the 
two years of research, and it was 
found that the best type was one 
which would send water out in a 
whirling spray under a pressure of 
seventy pounds per square inch. It 
was concluded that a booster pump 
would probably have to be installed 
to maintain sufficient pressure for 
maximum efficiency. 

Although experimental cuttings re- 
sponded well to the humidification 
method, the grower is warned that 
each species’ response to the method 
must be tested. Some species, such 
as those with dense pubescense, are 
intolerant of a film of water on their 
leaves, and plants which prefer dry 
soils and climates did not respond so 
well as did others. It was also found 
that too much mist on cool and

cloudy days was detrimental to cut 
tings of some species. 

Of fifteen tree and shrub species 
tested, all but two, Pachysandra ter 
minalis and Spiraea vanhouttei, 
showed a decided superiority in root- 
ing from the mist house, and those 
two did equally well in mist house or 
ordinary greenhouse. 

When cuttings were well rooted 
they were removed and _ graded, 
heavy, medium and light. Under an 
arbitrary index value, five points for 
heavily rooted cuttings, three for 
medium and one for light, rooting 
responses of the various species were 
computed and compared. Forsythia 
suspensa had the highest index value 
of the fifteen species rooted and 
Viburnum opulus nanum, the lowest, 
in both mist house and greenhouse. 
Other species tested were Cotone- 
aster divaricata, Deutzia lemoinei, 
Euonymus europaeus and kiautscho- 
vicus, Philadelphus coronarius and 
coronarius aureus, Populus canescens, 
Pyracantha coccinea lalandi, Taxus 
cuspidata, Viburnum lantana and 
Weigela floribunda. 

Researchers say that further trials 
are necessary to determine the value 
of the mist method with cuttings of 
many specific plants.
